Roughly  that  is  the  value  of  the  goods  exported  from  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland:  the  exact  figures  for  1907  were 
518,176,7372.,  of  which  426,204,5962.  were  home  manufactures. 
Growth  in  the  exportation  of  chemicals,  medicinal  products, 
and  those  goods  generally  handled  by  druggists  and  pharma- 
cists abroad  contribute  well  to  our  increasing  export  business. 
It  is  good  business,  and  to  a  large  extent  comes  through  the 
export  merchant  shippers  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
G.  &  D.  of  March  14  is  to  be  circulated  to  these  important 
buyers  and  fillers  of  indents.  This  will  be  a  good  opportunity, 
not  only  of  getting  into  touch  with  them,  but  of  getting  a 
share  of  the  export  trade,  by  special  efforts  on  the  part  of  our 
manufacturers  and  merchants  to  advertise  their  goods  well  in 
the  Export  Merchant  Shippers'  Issue.  The  Publisher  will  be 
glad  to  give,  on  application,  any  information  about  the  issue 
that  may  be  desired.    Space  in  it  may  now  be  booked. 


Summary 


The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance 
what  has  happened  during  the  week.  See  also  "  Contents  "  In 
the  first  column. 


The  Poisons  and  Phabmacy  Bill  will  be  read  a  second  time 
next  week,  if  possible,  and  when  this  is  done  it  is  expected 
that  the  Earl  of  Crewe  will  move  that  it  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament  (p.  330). 

The  Estrangement  between  the  Privy  Council  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  "  Xrayser's  "  principal  subject  this 
week.  He  traces  its  supposed  origin,  and  considers  it  an 
outrage  for  a  Government  department  to  draft  a  Bill  amend- 
ing the  Pharmacy  Act  without  consulting  the  Society  (p.  331). 

In  connection  with  the  estrangement  _  discussed  by 
"  Xrayser  "  we  suggest  that  whatever  its  origin  may  have 
been  there  is  at  present  such  deficiency  in  diplomacy  and 
tact  in  the  way  representatives  of  the  Society  approach  the 
Privy  Council,  that  estrangement  is  not  surprising.  This  is 
exemplified  in  the  publication  by  the  President  of  official  corre- 
spondence without  informing  the  Government  department  or 
obtaining  its  permission  (p.  332). 


In  the  Vatican  there  is  a  pharmacy.  We  reproduce  a 
photograph  of  it  on  p.  333. 

The  last  prescription  problem  was  not  solved  by  any  com- 
petitor.   Another  is  given  on  p.  337. 

Kodak,  Ltd.,  have  failed  in  an  action  against  a  Birming- 
ham photographic  dealer  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  an 
"  Ensign  "  film  (p.  323). 

Oil  of  Sage  has  not  hitherto  been  regarded  as  a  toxic  drug, 
but  from  a  report  of  an  inquest  at  Leicester  we  learn  that  it 
has  caused  a  death  (p.  319). 

The  Glasgow  Formulary  Committee  have  reported  on  their 
labours,  and  invite  criticisms  and  suggestions  on  about  thirty 
formulas  printed  on  p.  329. 

The  Railway  Companies  have  issued  a  new  regulation  re- 
garding the  carriage  of  poisonous  sheep-dip,  but  have  delayed 
its  enforcement  until  May  (p.  332). 

The  Veterinary  Bill,  which  we  detailed  last  week,  is 
further  discussed  in  a  note  on  p.  332,  wherein  fresh  objec- 
tions are  advanced  to  the  annual  registration-fee. 

Dr.  Hall's  Hygienic  Co.  has  figured  in  the  Manchester 
Assizes,  and  a  jury  awarded  a  woman  600i.  against  the  owner 
who  treated  her  for  an  ailment  which,  he  said,  was  not  cancer, 
but  it  was  (p.  319). 

The  "  Salt  "  last  given  in  our  "  Corner  for  Students  "  was 
a  mixture  of  antimonious  oxide,  barium  nitrate,  and 
potassium  chloride.  The  prize-winners  are  Messrs.  R.  W. 
Warwick  and  C.  H.  Priestman  (p.  316). 

Mr.  A.  Q.  Tucker  has  been  fined  51.,  and  costs,  for  selling 
Tucker's  asthma  specific  (a  preparation  of  cocaine  and 
atropine)  without  labelling  it  according  to  the  conditions  of 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868  (p.  324).  We  suggest 
that  other  circumstances  in  this  connection  should  be  looked 
into  (p.  333). 

Drs.  Wiegand  and  Lehmann,  of  Schimmel's  research 
laboratories,  disclaim  any  discourtesy  towards  Mr.  Bennett 
(C.  <£•  D.,  February  15,  p.  265).  Their  paper  revising  their 
cineol  test  was  communicated  before  Mr.  Bennett's  criticism 
appeared,  and  the  latter  (they  say)  "  has  not  proved  anv- 
thing"  (p.  347). 

Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  has  been  asked  by  his  fellow  members  of  the  North- 
East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  to  withdraw  from  the 
Association,  in  consequence  of  their  objection  to  the  manner 
in  which  he  has  advertised  the  Hornby  phenol  mixture  for 
influenza.  Legal  proceedings  may  arise  from  the  incident 
(p.  335). 

Few  variations  are  reported  in  the  drug  and  chemical 
markets  this  week,  the  tone  being  dull.  New  Norwegian  cod- 
liver  oil  and  citrates  are  lower,  also  castor  oil,  China  crude 
camphor,  and  petroleum.  Opium  is  tending  firmer,  and  the 
outlook  for  the  crops  is  precarious.  Copper  sulphate  (spot) 
and  chillies  are  dearer.  A  small  auction  of  first-hand  drugs 
is  fully  reported  on  p.  343. 

The  Syphon  Trade,  as  between  manufacturer  and  retailer, 
is  disturbed  by  a  county  court  decision  which  applies  the 
Statute  of  Limitations  to  syphon  accounts  that  are  more 
than  six  years  old.  It  is  the  custom  of  the  trade  to  carry  on 
empty  syphons  year  by  year,  and  to  settle  up  when  accounts 
are  closed.  The  decision  in  the  case  referred  to  (a  ten  years' 
account)  is  that  no  more  than  the  past  six  years  could  be 
sued  for  (p.  325).

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  student:-,  on  January  29  con- 
sisted of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  antimonious  oxide, 
barium  nitrate,  and  potassium  chloride.  The  calculated 
composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  :

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  forty-nine 
students,  and  twenty-four  reports  were  sent  in  for  ex- 
amination. All  of  our  correspondents  were  successful  in 
detecting  the  presence  of  chlorine.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  other  constituents  of  the  powder  were  : 
(a)  Metallic  radicals:  Antimony,  1;  barium,  6;  potas- 
sium, 3;  (b)  Nitric  acid  radical.  6. 

The  exercise  this  month  was  almost  free  from  any  feature 
of  considerable  analytical  difficulty,  only  one  or  two  com- 
paratively minor  matters  being  responsible  for  the  majority 
of  the  errors  into  which  some  students  fell.  Perhaps  the 
chief  of  these  matters  was  the  incompleteness  of  the  separa- 
tion of  the  antimony  as  sulphide  when  the  original  hydro- 
chloric-acid solution  of  the  powder  was  saturated  with 
hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  cold.  When  the  filtrate  from  the 
antimonious  sulphide  was  gently  warmed  to  expel  the  excess 
of  hydrogen  sulphide,  a  further  small  precipitate  of  anti- 
monious sulphide  separated,  and  when  this  was  removed  by 
re-filtration,  the  resulting  filtrate  was  practically  free  from 
antimony.  If  this  further  small  quantity  of  antimonious 
sulphide  was  not  eliminated  in  this  way,  precipitates  due 
to  the  presence  of  antimony  were  produced  at  some  later 
stages  in  the  analysis,  and  were  regarded  as  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  other  metallic  radicals,  which  the  powder  did 
not  contain  at  all.  It  seems  probable  that  the  precipitates 
which  several  students  supposed  to  indicate  the  presence  of 
aluminium  and  magnesium  were  due  to  antimony. 

With  respect  to  the  final  recognition  of  antimony,  it  is 
very  common  to  assume  that  the  formation  of  the  familiar 
black  deposit  on  platinum  foil  is  sufficient  evidence  of  its 
presence,  and  not  to  apply  any  confirmatory  test.  This  is 
not  safe,  since  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  dark  deposit  on  the 
platinum  in  the  absence  of  antimony.  The  deposit  should 
be  tested  to  see  that  it  is  not  appreciably  attacked  by  solu- 
tion of  chlorinated  lime,  and  that  it  dissolves  on  boiling 
with  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid,  before  it  is  concluded 
that  it  consists  of  antimony. 

Iron  was:  reported  as  an  apparently  considerable  im- 
purity by  a  number  of  correspondents,  but  we  found  the 
powder  to  be  free  from  more  than  a  barely  recognisable 
trace.  The  commonest  causes  of  error  in  regard  to  this 
matter  are  the  presence  of  iron  in  the  acids  used  as  solvents, 
and  the  employment  of  old  solutions  of  potassium  ferro- 
cyanide as  reagent.  A  solution  of  a  ferrocyanide  which  has 
not  been  quite  freshly  prepared  should  not  be  employed  in 
testing  for  iron,  seeing  that  the  reagent  is  applied  to  an 


acid  solution  and  that  acid  liquids  produce  a  well-marked 
bluish-green  or  blue  coloration  when  mixed  with  an  old  and 
strongly  yellow-coloured  solution  of  a  ferrocyanide.  (The 
freshly  made  solution  is  nearly  colourless.)  A  solution  of 
potassium  ferrocyanide  which  visibly  changes  colour  on  the 
addition  of  dilute  (iron-free)  hydrochloric  acid,  is  unfit  for 
use  as  a  test  for  small  quantities  of  iron. 

The  high  proportion  of  failures  to  detect  barium  and  the 
nitric-acid  radical  is  remarkable,  and  we  are  distinctly  at  a 
loss  to  account  for  it  in  view  of  the  facts  that  the  quantity 
present  was  not  small  in  the  case  of  either  constituent,  and 
that  barium,  at  least,  is  very  easily  recognised.  In  apply- 
ing the  ferrous  sulphate  and  sulphuric  acid  test  for  nitrates, 
students  are  usually  inclined  not  to  wait  long  enough  for  the 
appearance  of  the  characteristic  colour  reaction.  The  latter, 
although  it  appears  in  a  few  seconds  in  sufficiently  conr 
centrated  solutions,  is  only  visible  after  several  minutes  in 
the  case  of  a  dilute  solution  of  a  nitrate.  The  tube  in  which 
the  test  is  being  carried  out  should  be  set  aside  while  some 
other  work  is  proceeded  with,  and  be  examined,  say,  ten 
minutes  later.  Students  who  failed  to  detect  the  nitrate 
will  do  well  to  make  themselves  acquainted,  by  careful 
practical  examination,  with  the  behaviour  of  dilute  solu- 
tions of  nitrates  when  this  test  is  applied  to  them. 

The  study  of  qualitative  analysis  should  serve  the  student 
as  a  good  mental  training  besides  supplying  the  chemist  with 
a  useful  aid  in  his  business.  That  it  does  not  always  pro- 
duce as  orderly  an  arrangement  of  facts  or  as  intelligent  an 
application  of  knowledge  as  might  reasonably  be  expected, 
is  shown  by  the  number  of  students  who  tested  for  the  sul- 
phuric-acid radical  in  this  month's  mixture.  Many  of  our 
correspondents  who  noted  that  the  powder  dissolved  i 
easily  and  completely  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  who 
found  that  it  contained  a  barium  salt,  went  through  this 
formality  with  unconscious  disregard  of  its  futility.  One  or  i 
two  even  succeeded  in  recognising  the  presence  of  a  sul- 
phate. 

The  presence  of  antimony  and  of  potassium  in  a  mixture 
leads  the  pharmaceutical  student  to  think  of  tartar  emetic;  i 
it  should  not,  however,  lead  him  into  the  vain  imagining 
that  he  sees  reactions  of  the  tartaric-acid  radical  which  do 
not  take  place.   Preconceived  notions  are  often  of  use  in 
qualitative  analysis,  as  elsewhere;    but  when  they  are  ! 
blindly  adhered  to  after  evidence  has  been  obtained  which 
disproves  them,  then,  just  as  elsewhere  so  in  qualitative  \ 
analysis,  they  are  apt  to  lead  to  much  confusion.

To  Correspondents. 


C.  H.  Priestman. — You  report  that  silver  nitrate  added  to  a 
portion  of  the  sodium  carbonate  extract  made  neutral  with 
nitric  acid  did  not  give  any  precipitate,  although  you  had 
obtained  a  precipitate  of  silver  chloride  in  another  portion 
acidified  with  nitric  acid.  But  for  this  slip  your  report  would 
have  been  placed  first. 

Norseman  and  Others. — The  supposed  trace  of  magnesium 
seems  to  have  been  a  trace  of  antimony  which  had  escaped 
removal  at  the  proper  place.    See  the  general  remarks. 

ZlGO. — We  were  not  able  to  get  any  indication  of  the 
evolution  of  a  combustible  gas  when  the  powder  was  heated 
in  a  sublimation  tube  or  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid. 
You  do  not  appear  to  have  applied  any  test  for  tin. 

Rene  Nost. — Had  the  powder  contained  the  metals  and 
acid  radicals  you  report,  it  should  have  dissolved  completely 
in  water,  as  you  surmise.  A  solution  of  tartar  emetic  does  not 
yield  any  precipitate  of  antimonious  oxychloride  when  mixed 
with  a  solution  of  potassium  chloride.  You  appear  to  be  in 
some  confusion  respecting  deflagration  and  decrepitation : 
the  powder  decrepitated  when  heated,  but  did  not  deflagrate. 

Wasp. — On  mixing  a  very  small  quantity  of  the  powder  with 
about  twice  its  weight  of  resorcinol,  adding  2  c.c.  of  concen- 
trated sulphuric  acid,  and  heating  very  gently,  the  colour  of 
the  mixture  gradually  changed,  through  yellow  to  brownish, 
but  did  not  exhibit  any  trace  of  the  red  colour  produced  by  a 
tartrate.  On  then  adding  a  minute  quantity  of  a  tartrate  the 
characteristic  red  colour  was  at  once  produced. 

Blue  Pill. — Had  a  tartrate  been  present  you  should  have 
observed  charring  or  deflagration,  or  both,  on  heating  the 
powder  in  a  dry  test-tube.  Read  the  reply  immediately 
preceding. 

W.  J.  G. — According  to  your  report,  you  dissolved  the 
precipitate  of  barium  carbonate  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid, 
and  on  adding  potassium  chloride  to  the  solution  you  obtained 
a  yellow  precipitate  of  barium  chromate ;  but  barium  chro- 
mate  is  soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid.  If  you  had  employed 
acetic  acid  to  dissolve  the  carbonate,  this  precipitation  could 
have  taken  place. 

Student. — In  some  parts  of  your  report  particulars  are  very 
scanty.  Thus  you  give  no  account  of  how  you  tried  to  "  get 
down  potassium  ;  and  as  a  consequence  we  can  offer  no 
suggestion  as  to  why  you  failed  to  do  so.  We  did  not  observe 
any  trace  of  gas  evolution  when  the  powder  was  treated  with 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 

i  Menai. — We  regret  that  you  were  not  able  to  do  yourself 
greater  justice  in  this  analysis.  The  precipitate  you  got  "  in 
the  fourth  group  "  was  no  doubt  barium  carbonate,  and  should 
have  been  recognised  easily  as  such. 

Ruscus. — Your  plan  of  fusing  the  powder  with  sodium 
carbonate  as  a  step  to  preparing  solutions  for  analysis  was 
quite  unnecessary,  and  it  did  not  facilitate  matters  since  the 
powder  dissolved  completely  in  hot  dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 

H.  Booth. — The  published  composition  of  the  powder  will 
explain  the  cause  of  the  green  flame  which  you  noticed.  We 
are  not  a  little  puzzled,  however,  to  account  for  your  failure, 
and  that  of  several  other  students,  to  recognise  the  presence  of 
barium. 

Zero.— Several  of  your  formulae  require  attention— C0NO3, 
JNH2HO,  and  CaCl,  for  example.  You  will  find  it  difficult 
to  carry  on  qualitative  analysis  without  a  strip  of  platinum 
toil.  Kindly  send  your  name  and.  address  with  any  future 
report. 

Otto.— The  fact  that  the  hydrogen-sulphide  precipitate  was 
orange  did  not  prove  the  absence  of  arsenium,  since  the  orange 
antimony  sulphide  might  easily  mask  the  yellow  colour  of 
aHe nJ°us  sulphide.  Potassium  hydroxide  is  much  less  suit- 
able than  sodium  carbonate  as  a  general  reagent  for  pre- 
paring a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals.  If  you  have 
not  done  so  already,  study  the  note  on  "Testing  for  Acid 
Radicals    m  the  C.  &  D.  for  September  14,  1907,  p.  428. 

Aabab.— On  boiling  some  of  the  powder  with  solution  of 
potassium  hydroxide  and  a  fragment  of  pure  zinc,  we  did  not 
succeod  in  obtaining  a  recognisable  trace  of  hydrogen  arsenide, 
■fernaps  the  zinc  you  employed  was  not  free  from  arsenium. 

Boiling  Point.— In  our  hands  the  hydrogen  sulphide  pre- 
cipitate dissolved  completely  in  ammonium  hydrosulphide 
and  m  sodium  hydroxide.    We  could  not  detect  any  trace  of 


H.  C.  Trevor-Jones  and  N.  R. — The  precipitate  you  took 
to  be  aluminium  hydroxide  probably  consisted  of  antimonious 
oxychloride.    See  the  general  remarks. 

Donald  McKenzie. — The  possible  presence  of  arsenious 
sulphide  in  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  should  not  have 
been  ignored. 

Mayfield. — For  the  errors  in  your  conclusions  regarding 
the  constituents  of  the  powder,  and  for  the  reported  reactions 
on  which  these  errors  depend,  we  must  confess  that  we  cannot 
supply  any  chemical  explanation.  Prepare  for  yourself  a 
mixture  like  this  month's  exercise,  and  practise  upon  it. 

Norfolk. — Concentrated  sulphuric  acid  is  used  along  with 
alcohol — not  alcohol  alone — in  the  "  green-flame  "  test  for  a 
borate.  Your  evidence  for  the  presence  of  a  peroxide  lacks 
confirmation. 

Socius.— Read  the  replies  to  "Wasp"'  and  "  N.  R.,"  also 
the  concluding  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Boiling  Point."

Brevities. 

Mr.  Jackson  has  been  elected  Dispenser  and  Secretary 
of  the  Gainsborough  Dispensary. 

There  is  hardly  a  town  or  village  in  the  North  and  East 
Lancashire  district  which  has  escaped  the  epidemic  of 
influenza. 

At  Lymm.  on  February  19,  Mr.  Edward  Newton  Owen, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Lymm,  was  granted  an  off  wine  and 
spirit  licence. 

Isidore  Ziefert,  the  Russian  druggist,  charged  with  hav- 
ing caused  the  death  of  Mrs.  Jane  Farvish,  by  administer- 
ing cocaine  to  her,  has  been  committed  for  trial. 

Among  the  articles  left  by  passengers  in  trains  and  sold 
last  week  by  the  London  and  North- Western  Railway  Co. 
were  4  tons  of  tartaric  acid  and  126  bottles  of  lung-tonic. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Coombes.  chemist  and  druggist, 
in  Stafford  Road,  Wolverhampton,  were  visited  by  burglars 
on  February  22  and  property  to  the  value  of  about  20s.  was 
stolen. 

A  dealer  named  Louis  Poleyn  (60)  was  committed  for 
trial  at  the  Guildhall  last  week  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into 
the  premises  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  in 
Duke  Street,  Aldgate,  and  stealing  platinum-dishes  to  the 
total  value  of  about  175?. 

Mr.  Alma  Swithenbank,  described  as  a  druggist,  was 
charged  before  the  Bradford  Magistrates,  on  February  19, 
with  having  supplied  noxious  drugs  to  a  married  woman  for 
an  unlawful  purpose.  It  was  stated  that  the  medicine  con- 
sisted of  Epsom  salts,  essence  of  ginger,  and  burnt  sugar, 
and  the  Bench  discharged  Mr.  Swithenbank  in  the  absence 
of  proof  that  the  drugs  were  actually  noxious. 

Therapeutical  Society. 
This  Society  met  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  February  25, 
when  the  proceedings  took  the  form  of  a  lecture  by  Dr. 
Harry  Campbell  on  "Diet,"  an  exhibition  of  instruments 
and  drug's,  and  a  demonstration  of  colour-photography 
by  the  Lumiere  process.  There  was  a  large  attendance, 
upwards  of  200  ladies  and  gentlemen  being  present.  Dr. 
Campbell  gave  an  extremely  interesting,  if  somewhat 
imaginative,  account  of  the  development  of  the  diet  of  the 
human  race. 
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A  Warning. 

A  man  is  wanted  by  the  Bristol  police  whose  name  is 
Bleckinger.  He  is  an  Austrian,  and  is  described  as  a 
photographer;  thirty-one  years  of  age;  height  5  ft.  3  in., 
or  5  ft.  4  in;  light-brown  hair;  ginger  moustache  waxed  at 
ends;  large  nose.  His  practice  is  to  hire  a  camera  and  to 
pawn  it  immediately.  Any  chemist  coming  across  such  an 
individual  will  oblige  Scotland  Yard  by  communicating 
particulars. 

Influenza. 

The  influenza  epidemic  is  raging  all  over  the  country,  and 
those  chemists  who  have  themselves  escaped  are  reaping  the 
benefit.  In  London  prominent  men  in  politics,  law,  com- 
merce, and  pharmacy  have  been  temporarily  laid  aside,  and 
pharmaceutical  meetings  and  social  gatherings  are  suffering 
depletion  of  attendance  thereby.  In  Liverpool  the  past 
two  months  has  spelt  good  business  for  chemists  and  drug- 
gists. Influenza  has  been  unusually  severe  in  the  Mersey 
city,  and  the  manager  of  one  of  the  large  firms  of  chemists 
told  a  local  interviewer  that  he  cannot  remember  anything 
approaching  it  since  the  great  influenza  epidemic  of  sixteen 
years  ago.  There  has  been  an  unusually  heavy  run  on 
influenza-mixtures,  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  and 
other  specifics.  The  symptoms  at  Blackburn  show  unusual 
complications.  According  to  a  Manchester  correspondent  a 
local  chemist  is  reported  as  saying  that  the  sale  of  am- 
moniated quinine  was  eighteen  times  as  much  as  normal 
sales.  There  are  also  many  employers  feeling  the  strain  on 
account  of  large  numbers  of  their  staffs  being  away  ill. 
In  Birmingham  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  has  had 
a  good  look-in  these  past  few  weeks.  Local  firms  and  the 
municipal  authorities  have  distributed  it  broadcast  among 
their  employes  as  a  prophylactic  against  the  prevailing 
epidemic. 

Another  Side-line. 
Bishop's  Pure  Drug  Co.,  460-466  Holloway  Road,  N., 
had  a  very  successful  gramophone  concert  at  the  Athenaeum, 
Camden  Road,  N.,  on  Wednesday  evening,  February  26, 
when  the  hall  was  packed  with  a  paying  audience.  The 
•concert  was  in  connection  with  the  gramophone  depart- 
ment of  their  business,  and  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Robert 
Vincent,  the  managing  partner  of  the  company.  The  pro- 
grammes and  price-lists  of  gramophones  were  nicely  per- 
fumed. Twenty  high-class  records  (including  songs  by 
Tetrazzini,  Caruso  and  Scotti,  Harry  Lauder  and  Maurice 
Farkoa)  were  rendered,  besides  a  dozen  or  so  as  encores, 
and  the  concert  seemed  to  be  "good  business."

Free  Serum. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Holborn  Town 
Council  have  considered  the  question  of  supplying  anti- 
diphtheritic  serum  to  doctors  whose  patients  are  too  poor 
to  pay  for  it.  Their  medical  officer  of  health  is  of 
opinion  that  the  cost  to  the  Council  would  probably  not 
exceed  21.  or  6l.  per  annum,  while  the  earlier  administration 
of  the  serum  would  probably  make  it  unnecessary  for  some  of 
the  patients  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  and  a  saving  much 
greater  than  the  cost  of  the  serum  would  be  thus  effected. 
The  committee,  agreeing  with  the  views  of  the  medical 


officer,  favour  the  Council  supplying  the  serum,  free  of 
charge,  for  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  borough  on  the 
application  of  medical  practitioners,  and  the  making  of 
arrangements  for  the  serum  prepared  by  the  Lister  Institute 
of  Preventive  Medicine  to  be  obtained. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  first  aid  pharmacist  did  good  business  last  Saturday 
after  the  gale  in  matters  of  minor  surgery.  Happily  few 
cases  were  serious. 

Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Chance  have  been 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Lord  Mayor's  Committee  in  charge 
of  the  memorial  to  the  late  Sir  W.  Cook. 

Mr.  Alderman  Clayton,  in  presenting  the  accounts  of  the 
University  at  its  annual  meeting,  stated  that  there  had 
been  a  very  large  increase  of  students'  fees.  Many  sub- 
stantial gifts  to  the  University  buildings  were  announced. 

Local  students  desirous  of  testing  their  knowledge  of  the 
sciences  of  chemistry  and  botany  at  the  Government  ex- 
aminations are  advised  to  send  in  their  names  to  the  Local 
Secretary,  Mr.  Hayes,  Midland  Institute,  before  March  18. 

When  it  was  known  that  Lady  Sawyer  was  to  accompany 
Sir  James  to  the  local  Association  meeting  on  Tuesday 
evening  a  special  whip  was  issued  by  the  energetic  Secretary 
announcing  the  fact,  and  that  a  souvenir  would  be  pre- 
sented to  all  present. 

Great  sympathy  is  expressed  for  Mr.  F.  Barlow  and 
family  in  the  sad  death  of  their  talented  daughter,  Mrs. 
Grimes.  Madame  Edith  Barlow,  to  give  her  platform  name, 
was  a  charming  singer,  often  heard  at  the  M.P.A.  social 
gatherings,  and  only  recently  (C.  <L-  D.,  February  15,  p.  247) 
we  recorded  her  success  at  an  entertainment  at  Balsall 
Heath. 

In  his  report  for  last  year  Mr.  F.  J.  Liverseege,  F.I.C., 
Ph.C,  analyst  for  the  city,  states  that  only  three  of  the 
thirty-three  samples  of  drugs  analysed  were  adulterated— a 
lower  proportion  than  usual.  Two  of  the  eleven  samples 
of  cream  of  tartar  contained  small  proportions  of  lead.  A 
sample  was  bought  as  purified  cream  of  tartar;  it  contained 
only  83  per  cent,  of  cream  of  tartar,  the  adulterants  being 
calcium  tartrate  and  potassium  bisulphate,  and  it  was 
identical  in  composition  with  an  informal  sample  obtained 
from  the  same  vendor  in  1906.  A  fine  of  21.,  and  lis.  costs, 
was  inflicted.  The  vendor  appears  to  have  received 
adulterated  "cream  of  tartar"  from  his  wholesale  dealer, 
and  then  to  have  sold  the  article  as  "purified  cream  of 
tartar."  Each  of  the  thirteen  samples  of  chlorodyne 
lozenges  and  chlorodyne  gums  contained  chloroform,  but 
morphia  was  not  detected.  The  articles  are  manufactured 
drugs  for  which  there  is  no  standard,  and  Mr.  Liverseege 
therefore  passed  them  as  genuine. 

Manchester  Notes. 

A  chemist's  assistant  in  a  pharmacy  in  Market  Street, 
Manchester,  has  won  11.  in  a  limerick  competition  two 
weeks  in  succession,  this  making  the  fifth  sovereign  he  has 
won  within  the  last  few  weeks. 

An  autobiography  of  Charles  Marriott,  the  novelist,  has 
been  appearing  in  the  "  City  News."  After  relating  how 
he  took  to  photography  as  the  only  thing  by  which  he 
could  make  a  living,  he  tells  how  he  got  a  situation  as 
"dispenser  and  photographer"  at  the  County  Asylum, 
Rainhill;  salary  501.  a  year  and  "keep."  He  got  the 
post  on  the  strict  condition  that  he  qualified  as  a  dispenser 
as  soon  as  possible.  He  hurried  home,  and  spent  the  next 
fortnight  or  so  in  taking  off  the  edge  of  his  ignorance  in 
the  surgery  of  the  village  doctor.  He  went  to  Rainhill  on 
December  23,  1889,  and  during  the  following  year 
passed  the  examination  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society. 
While  at  Rainhill  he  wrote  his  first  novel,  "  The  Column." 
He  left  Rainhill  in  the  autumn  of  1901  and  went  to  Corn- 
wall, thus  abandoning  dispensing  for  literature. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

At  the  Sheffield  Police  Court,  on  February  22.  John 
Young  and  William  Rutter  were  committed  for  trial  on 
a  charge  of  having  stolen  a  barrel,  the  property  of  Messrs. 
Clarke  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  West  Street. 

A  tablet  has  been  fixed  in  Hartshead  to  mark  the  site 
of  the  office  of  the  old  "  Sheffield  Iris,"  of  which  James 
Montgomery  was  the  editor  and  where  he  lived  for  a  num- 
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ber  of  years.  It  was  in  the  same  building  that  Dr.  Buchan 
wrote  his  famous  "Domestic  Medicine." 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Sheffield 
.and  District  Branch  of  the  National  Association  of  Medi- 
cal Herbalists  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  J.  S. 
Ward,  Upperthorpe,  on  February  22.  Mr.  Thomas 
Tildesley  (President),  Parkgate,  presided  over  a  good 
■attendance. 

Clarie  Keating,  the  unlicensed  pill-vendor  referred  to  in 
.last  week's  issue  (p.  284),  appeared  before  the  Sheffield 
Magistrates  on  February  20.  The  charge  against  her  was 
•that  of  acting  as  a  pedlar  without  a  licence,  and  the  evidence 
was  that  the  woman's  husband  was  a  pill-maker,  and  that 
she  went  from  house  to  house  offering  the  pills  he  made 
for  sale.  Hilda  Batty,  of  Oughtibridge,  gave  evidence  of 
buying  for  Is.  l^d.  a  box  of  pills,  and  of  afterwards  finding 
the  box  empty.  Rachel  Chapman,  of  the  same  place,  de- 
posed to  being  visited  by  the  accused,  who  wanted  to  sell 
her  four  boxes  of  pills  for  4s.  6d.  The  accused  told  Mrs. 
Chapman  she  could  get  the  pills  at  any  chemist's  by  asking 
ior  "  Tansley"s  Pills."  The  solicitor  who  defended  said  a 
'licence  for  the  pills  was  not  necessary.  Persons  selling 
"  vegetables,  fish,  fruit,  and  victuals "  were  exempt. 
The  pills  were  nothing  more  than  vegetables.  The  Magis- 
trate's clerk  said  "vegetables"  in  the  Act  meant  eatable 
-things,  and  the  solicitor  retorted  that  the  pills  were  to  eat, 
■but  the  Magistrates  fined  the  woman  2s.  6d.  and  19  s.  6d. 
■costs. 

Stealing  and  Receiving. 
At  Bristol  Police  Court,  on  Feb.  26,  Edward  Brown  (52), 
and  Arthur  Joseph  Bennett  (32),  were  charged  with  having 
stolen  a  quantity  of  drugs  and  chemicals  from  their 
■employers,  Messrs.  Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
chemists  and  druggists,  Bristol ;  and  Eliza  Scott  (58),  a  sister 
■of  Brown,  was  charged  with  receiving  the  goods,  knowing 
■them  to  have  been  stolen.  The  total  value  of  the  articles 
was  stated  to  be  under  21. ,  and  they  comprised  sticks  of 
liquorice,  boxes  and  tubes  of  pills,  plaster,  sponges,  scents, 
and  camphor.  After  evidence  had  been  given  by  the  police 
and  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Boorne,  managing  director  for  the 
prosecutors,  Brown  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  hard 
labour ;  Mrs.  Scott  was  fined  51.  ;  and  Bennett  was  bound 
■over. 

Poisoned  by  Oil  of  Sage. 
The  Deputy-Coroner  for  Leicester  resumed  an  inquiry  on 
February  20  into  the  circumstances  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Whitway,  of  Husbands  Bosworth.     The  previous  hearing 
was  adjourned  so  that  a  'post-mortem  might  be  made  and 
•the  contents  of  a  bottle  analysed.    A  solicitor  now  appeared 
for  Boots  Ltd.,  and  the  evidence  showed  that  deceased, 
who  suffered  from  asthma,  was  recommended  by  a  friend  to 
'take  oil  of  sage.     She  obtained  a  quantity  from  Boots' 
,  branch  at  Rugby,  and  appears  to  have  taken  a  dessert- 
i  spoonful  of  the  oil,  subsequently  dying  in  convulsions.  The 
••  woman  on  whose  advice  the  oil  was  taken  stated  that  she 
had  told  deceased  to  take  five  drops,  and  another  woman 
gave  the  following  as  "  the  full  receipt"  : 

Five  drops  of  oil  of  sage,  starting  with  one  drop  to  be 
taken  in  two  dessertspoons  with  brandy.  To  be  taken  once 
a  day  for  a  fortnight,  and,  if  this  takes  no  effect,  to  keep  on 
adding  to  the  quantity. 

,  Dr.  Whitling,  who  made  the  post-mortem,  found  that  death 
was  caused  by  the  oil  of  sage  acting  on  the  brain  and  pro- 
during  fits.    He  had  found  that  f  grain  injected  into  a  dog 

i  produced  death,  but  it  would  take  30  grains  to  poison  a 
grown-up  person.     He  was  of  opinion  that  any  other  oil 

■  taken  in  large  quantity  would  also  cause  death.    Mr.  Lewis 

■  Ough,  F.C.S.  (of  J.  Richardson  &  Co.,  Leicester,  Ltd.), 
deposed  to  examining  the  oil  and  finding  it  to  be  a  genuine 
sample  of  oil  of  sage.  The  Coroner  said  Boots  Ltd.  had 
supplied  a  customer  in  the  way  anyone  would  and  no  blame 
could  be  attached  to  them,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict 
in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence. 

Diachylon-poisoning. 
J  At  an  inquest  held  by  the  Cambridge  Coroner  (Mr.  H. 
•Saunders  French),  on  February  26,  on  the  body  of  Vera 
Lillian  Preston,  a  young  school-teacher,  the  evidence 
showed  that  deceased  was  pregnant,  that  she  had  taken  a 
•quantity  of  diachylon,  and  had  died  from  lead-poisoning. 
'In  the  course  of  his  evidence,  Mr.  J.  West  Knights,  the 


Public  Analyst  of  Cambridge,  said  the  lead  was  easily  pro- 
curable in  the  form  of  diachylon  plaster,  which  contains 
about  30  per  cent,  of  oxide  of  lead.  All  lead  salts  are 
poisonous,  and  all  lead  salts  are  easily  procurable  because 
they  are  not  scheduled  as  poisons  that  have  to  be  signed  for 
in  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act.  Not  only  that,  but  many  pre- 
parations, such  as  white  lead,  paint,  and  other  things,  are 
easily  obtainable,  and  they  are  all  dangerous  poisons.  The 
deceased  would  probably  buy  diachylon  plaster  and  roll 
it  into  pills.  The  jury  thought  some  inquiries  should 
have  been  made  as  to  where  the  deceased  purchased  the 
poison.  The  Chief  Constable  (Mr.  Holland)  said  inquiries 
had  been  made,  but  it  could  not  be  discovered  that  the 
poison  was  purchased  in  Cambridge.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  poisoning  by  diachylon. 

Tne  Storage  of  Poisons. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Merton,  Wimbledon,  on  Feb- 
ruary 19,  on  the  body  of  Julia  Cooper,  who  poisoned  herself 
with  prussic  acid,  evidence  was  given  by  Harry  P.  Cooper, 
drug-store  proprietor,  of  183  Kingston  Road,  Merton,  who 
stated  that  deceased  was  his  sister  and  that  she  had  pre- 
viously attempted  to  take  her  life  with  chlorodyne  and  also 
with  sulphuric  acid.  She  had  been  confined  in  an  asylum. 
In  answer  to  the  Coroner  witness  said  he  did  not  sell 
scheduled  poisons,  but  he  had  opium  in  his  shop  and  kept 
Scheele's  prussic  acid  for  destroying  cats  and  dogs.  He 
knew  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  employed  a  qualified  dis- 
penser to  attend  at  his  shop  and  to  make  up  prescriptions. 
He  did  not  keep  the  poison-cupboard  locked.  He  held  no 
qualification  as  a  chemist. — Dr.  Deas,  who  was  called  in, 
said  he  found  the  prussic  acid  and  a  measure  on  the  counter 
in  the  shop  where  deceased  was  found.  She  had  taken 
about  three  teaspoonfuls,  sufficient  to  poison  five  or  six 
people.  The  Coroner  said  there  appeared  to  have  been 
some  neglect  in  this  case,  first  as  regards  looking  after 
deceased,  and  then  as  regards  the  storage  of  this  deadly 
poison.  This  raised  a  point  as  to  whether  Mr.  Cooper  had 
complied  with  the  Act  of  Parliament,  although  it  was  ex- 
tremely loose  in  its  provisions.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity. 

.Nottingham  Chemists'  Athletic  Club. 
The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Mikado  Cafe  on 
Wednesday  evening,  February  26,  Mr.  F.  Ross  Sergeant, 
president,  in  the  chair.  Mr.  H.  C.  Prince,  Hon.  Secretary, 
submitted  the  annual  report,  which  stated  that  the  mem- 
bership was  forty,  and  gave  details  of  cricket  matches 
played.  The  winner  of  the  batting  prize  was  L.  Gillborn, 
I  and  W.  Lee,  who  won  the  bowling  prize,  waived  his  right  in 
favour  of  G.  Meadows.  The  fielding  prize  went  to  W. 
Frost  WTood.  Officers  for  the  year  were  elected  as  follows  : 
President,  Mr.  W.  Ashby ;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Bolton, 
Eberlin,  Ellis,  Freeman,  Gill,  Middleton,  Wilson,  and  F. 
Ross  Sergeant ;  Captain,  Mr.  C.  F.  Carr  ;  Vice-Captain,  Mr. 
W.  Lee ;  Council,  Messrs.  Carr,  Lee,  Ringer,  Tanton,  and 
Wood  :  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  J.  R.  Parkes ;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  H.  C.  Prince. 

Dr.  Hall's  Hygienic  Co.'s  Cancer  Cure. 
At  the  Manchester  Assizes  last  week,  Mr.  Justice  Pick- 
ford  and  a  special  jury  were  engaged  the  greater  part  of  two 
days  hearing  a  case  in  which  damages  were  claimed  by  Mrs. 
Amy  Johnson,  wife  of  a  Darwen  weaver,  from  an  un- 
qualified practitioner  for  improper  and  negligent  treatment 
in  a  case  of  cancer.  The  defendant  was  a  person  named 
Hall,  who  carries  on  business  in  Broad  Street,  Pendleton — ■ 
with  consulting-rooms  at  Blackburn  and  other  Lancashire 
towns— as  "Dr.  Hall's  Hygienic  Co."  He  was  accused  of 
having  falsely  and  fraudulently  represented  to  the  plaintiff, 
who  was  suffering  from  cancer  in  the  breast,  that  her 
malady  was  not  cancer  at  all,  but  a  harmless  growth  in  the 
nature  of  a  tumour  which  could  be  "  dispersed  "  by  the  use 
of  his  herbal  and  other  remedies.  She  first  consulted  him 
in  the  autumn  of  1906,  having  detected  a  hard  lump  in  her 
left  breast  about  the  size  of  a  marble.  It  was,  he  told  her, 
"  a  congestion,"  and  he  could  cure  it.  "  Take  my  remedies," 
he  said,  "  and  it  will  soon  disappear."  She  took  them,  her 
counsel  (Mr.  Sutton)  said,  with  great  persistence  and  regu- 
larity, but,  so  far  from  getting  better,  she  grew  rapidly 
worse — the  defendant  still  holding  out  hopes  of  recovery — 
until  about  the  end  of  September  1907,  when  she  began  to 
suffer  excruciating  pain,  from  the  disease  having  spread  to

the  armpits,  she  was  forced  to  consult  Dr.  Ballantyne.  Her 
case  was  then  hopeless.  An  operation  was  periormed — a 
very  extensive  one — but  the  disease  could  not  be  eradicated  ; 
it  reappeared  in  the  scar,  and  her  life  could  not  now  be  pro- 
longed more  than  a  few  months.  Counsel  put  the  case  to 
the  jury  as  one  of  gross  fraud.  By  the  defendant's  repre- 
sentations the  patient  was  lulled  into  a  state  of  false 
security,  and  when  her  eyes  were  opened  to  the  truth  death 
was  literally  staring  her  in  the  face.  The  plaintiff  cor- 
roborated this  statement,  telling  how  defendant  gave  her 
herbs  and  mixtures,  prescribed  fomentations  with  cayenne 
and  poppy-heads,  and,  from  time  to  time,  also  ointments, 
the  use  of  olive  oil,  and  poultices  of  pitch-pine  sawdust  and 
"slippery  elm";  but  none  of  these  things  did  the  least 
good,  .vhen  the  pain  became  very  bad,  the  disease  having 
spread  alarmingly,  she  saw  the  defendant  at  his  place  in 
Pendleton,  and  he  persisted  in  telling  her  that  it  was 
not  cancer  at  all,  but  a  fibrous  tumour.  "  Cancer,"  he  said, 
"clings  to  the  body,  but  this  is  coming  out."  After  that 
she  saw  him  no  more,  but  went  to  Dr.  Ballantyne,  who  also 
gave  evidence  in  support  of  plaintiff's  case,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  Mr.  William  Thorburn,  honorary  surgeon  to  the 
Manchester  Royal  Infirmary.  For  the  defence,  Dr.  John 
Shaw,  of  London,  was  called,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
evidence  (which  was  against  surgical  treatment)  he  said 
"  the  defendant  appeared  to  have  had  some  line  of  thought 
in  his  treatment  of  the  case,  and  it  would  be  unreasonable 
to  expect  more."  The  defendant  himself  did  not  go  into  the 
witness-box,  and  plaintiff's  counsel  commented  strongly  on 
that  fact.  In  his  summing-up  Mr.  Justice  Pickford  said 
a  man  might  if  he  chose — though  not  qualified  in  the 
medical  sense — undertake  to  cure  disease,  but  he  was 
bound  to  use  reasonable  and  proper  skill.  It  was  no  answer 
for  him  to  say  :  "1  am  not  a  qualified  medical  man  and 
could  not  do  all  that  a  qualified  man  would  do  ";  he  must 
use  reasonable  skill,  otherwise  he  would  be  responsible  in 
damages.  His  Lordship  quoted  from  defendant's  pamphlet. 
His  treatment,  the  defendant  said,  "  seldom  failed  in 
cases  of  breast  tumour  or  cancer" — his  "methods  were 
painless,  and  removed  the  cause  of  the  tumour  as  well  as 
the  tumour  itself."  Could  the  plaintiff,  after  that,  the 
Judge  asked,  claim  that  he  did  not  hold  himself  forth  as  a 
competent  person  ?  The  Judge  commented  on  the  unhappy 
results  in  the  present  case,  and  the  jury  almost  immediately 
found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  ;  damages,  600?.  Judgment 
was  entered  ;  and  his  Lordship  certified  for  a  special  jury.

The  Chemist  and  the  Zoo. 

Mr.  Councillor  Jabez  A.  Jones,  chemist,  who  usually 
shows  himself  a  strict  economist  when  matters  of  expendi- 
ture come  up  before  the  Cardiff  Corporation,  has  declared 
in  favour  of  the  maintenance  of  a  Zoological  Garden.  The 
Parks  Committee  had  decided  not  to  spend  any  further 
money  in  providing  the  necessary  housing  accommodation 
for  animals,  but  Mr.  Jones  said  he  thought  a  good  "  Zoo" 
could  be  made  very  useful  educationally,  while  as  to  cost 
he  did  not  consider  that  need  trouble  them,  for  he  believed 
the  Corporation  would  gain  over  and  over  again,  in  tram- 
Hares  paid  by  people  to  visit  the  "  Zoo,"  and  extra  expendi- 
ture that  was  proposed.  The  result  was  that  the  Parks 
Committee  rescinded  a  previous  resolution,  and  set  apart 
558/.  for  the  erection  of  a  proper  house  for  the  animals. 
Doctor  versus  Chemist. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Cardiff  on  February  20  on  the  body 
of  the  three-year-old  daughter  of  a  plumber  named  Davies, 
t  he  mother  stated  that  when  the  child  first  showed  signs  of 
illness  she  took  it  to  the  shop  of  Mr.  R.  Drane,,  chemist, 
Queen  Street.  There  she  explained  to  an  assistant  that  the 
child  was  feverish,  and  he  told  her  he  thought  she  was  suf- 
fering from  influenza.  He  gave  a  bottle  of  medicine  and 
after  taking  it  the  child  seemed  to  get  better,  and  two  days 
afterwards  witness  fetched  another  bottle  of  the  mixture. 
The  child  did  not  improve,  and  Dr.  Cownie  was  called  in, 
but  the  child  died  from  diphtheria.  The  complaint  must 
have  been  in  an  advanced  stage,  the  doctor  said,  when  the 
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child  -was  first  seen  by  the  chemist,  and  had  she  been  taken 
to  a  medical  man  she  would  probably  have  recovered.  A 
chemist  had  no  business  to  treat  such  a  case ;  he  should 
dispense  medicine,  and  not  attempt  to  treat  disease.  Mr. 
Robert  Graves,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  assistant  who 
gave  the  medicine,  having  given  evidence,  the  Coroner  (Mr. 
W.  L.  Jorath)  said  it  was  clearly  the  duty  of  chemists  to 
dispense  and  not  prescribe,  and  he  thought  this  case  should 
serve  as  a  warning  to  chemists  treating  disease,  and  to  all 
people  to  call  in  a  doctor  rather  than  risk  loss  of  life  by 
forgoing  expense.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death 
from  natural  causes.

Pharmacy  for  otjr  Feathered  Friends  formed  a  feature 
of  the  Paris  poultry  show,  held  last  week.  Several  Parisian 
and  provincial  firms  specialise  in  foods,  etc.,  for  fowls, 
one  advertising  a  pheasant  food  as  "absolutely  identical 
with  the  English  product  and  much  cheaper."  I  noticed, 
by  the  way,  that  Spratts  had  a  stand  for  their  well-known 
dog-biscuits,  etc.,  and  that  several  of  the  cattle-  and  poultry- 
foods  advertised  appeared  to  be  of  American  origin. 

The  Opium  Trade  in  France. — It  is  stated  on  what 
appears  to  be  good  authority  that  the  French  Government 
propose  regulating  the  sale  of  opium  in  this  country  under 
somewhat  strict  conditions.  The  suggestion  is  that  special 
authorisations  shall  be  issued  to  a  certain  number  of  phar- 
macists and  druggists  and  that  they  alone  will  be  entitled 
to  sell  or  keep  a  stock  of  the  drug.  They  would  be  required 
to  have  a  special  "opium  book"  stating  the  quantity  pur- 
chased, the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  as  well  as 
the  object  for  which  the  drug  was  said  to  be  bought.  An 
official  decree  will  probably  be  issued  giving  definite  indi- 
cations. 

Boots  Limited. — From  an  article  on  "Authors'  Incomes  in 
England,"  by  Mr.  Arnold  Bennett,  the  well-known  London 
journalist  and  novelist,  published  in  the  "  Mercure  de 
France,"  the  "Figaro"  culls  numerous  extracts,  including 
one  on  "  Boote's  (sic),  the  gigantic  firm  of  pharmacists  who 
have  several  hundreds  of  branches  in  England,"  and  its 
"  admirably  organised  "  library  system.  Mr.  Arnold  Ben- 
nett says  : 

In  the  small  towns  it  is  a  veritable  boon,  and  the  phar- 
macist's officine  becomes  a  centre  of  modest  culture.  MM. 
Boots  state  that  their  library  cost  them  10,000/.  (250,000f.)  a 
year,  which  is  naturally  debited  to  the  advertising  account. 

"Ah,"  comments  the  "Figaro,"  "if  the  pharmacists  take 
up  the  idea,  what  a  fine  thing  it  must  be  to  be  sure  !  (Si 
les  pharmaciens  s'em  melent,  quelle  merveille!)  And  what 
a  literary  people  this  must  be,  where  literature  serves  to 
gild  pills!"  "Boote's"  is,  of  course,  the  wonder  (not 
necessarily  the  admiration)  of  the  French  pharmacist  who 
commences  to  study  English  pharmaceutical  conditions. 
M.  Leidie,  when  returning  from  his  flattering  reception  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  some  years  ago,  said  "They 
tell  me — is  it  true? — that  one  man  has  one  hundred  shops," 
or  words  to  that  effect.

but  as  he  takes  the  view  that  there  patent  medicines  are 
' '  colourable  devices  ' '  to  help  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages by  persons  who  have  no  licence,  the  Court  of  Appeals 
will  be  asked  to  pronounce  upon  the  merits  of  the  case. 
The  Crown  will  select  the  mixture  against  which  the  evi- 
dence is  the  strongest,  so  that  the  stated  case  will  test 
thoroughly  whether  druggists  can  sell  these  drinks,  which 
Colonel  Dennison  describes  as  "imitation  ales."

Cape  Colony.

Wine  Industry  Congress.- — In  connection  with  this  Con- 
gress, held  at  Cape  Town  on  January  28,  Messrs.  Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.  made  a  special  exhibition  of  wine-testing 
apparatus  in  one  of  their  show-rooms.  Demonstrations  were 
given  and  questions  answered.  Over  a  hundred  wine 
farmers  attended  between  the  hours  of  two  and  six  in  the 
afternoon,  and  several  showed  considerable  knowledge  of 
wine-making  on  scientific  principles. 

The  Customs  Tariff. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Cape 
Town  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on  January  27  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  in  AugiLst  last  to  inquire  into  the  Customs 
"Union  Convention.  The  President  (Mr.  A.  Walsh)  occupied 
the  chair,  and  after  an  animated  debate  the  committee's  re- 
port was  adopted  by  36  votes  to  18.  Judging  from  the  dis- 
cussion, the  majority  of  the  members  are  in  favour  of  a 
higher  tariff,  but  it  need  hardly  be  said  there  are  many 
steps  between  the  adoption  of  the  report  by  the  Chamber 
and  its  embodiment  in  the  law  of  South  Africa.  Among 
the  alterations  in  duties  which  were  adopted  by  the  Cham- 
ber were  the  following  : 

Spirits,  perfumed:  22s.  6c?.  per  gal.  (present  duty),  plus 
15  per  cent,  ad  val. 

Medicinal  wines  of  every  description  and  strength  :  In- 
crease from  4s.  per  imperial  gal.  and  15  per  cent,  ad  ral.,  to 
8s.  per  gal.  plus  15  per  cent,  ad  rat. 

Advertising  matter  of  every  description  :  25  per  cent,  ad 
val.,  with  the  abolition  of  the  rated  duty.  Present  duty, 
25  per  cent.,  or  2d.  per  lb. 

Medicinal  preparations  not  elsewhere  enumerated,  etc. : 
That  this  item  be  defined  as  medicinal  preparations,  patent 
or  proprietary,  including  all  preparations  packed  or  partly 
packed  for  sale,  unless  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of 
proof  spirit,  when,  if  the  spirit-duty  amounts  to  more  than 
25  per  cent,  ad,  vol.,  the  spirit-duty  shall  be  charged. 

All  ambulance  materials  :  Increase  from  3  per  cent,  to 
15  per  cent. 

Sodium  chloride  and  table-salt:  Increase  from  3  to  15  per 
cent. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  import-duties  on  the 
following  should  remain  as  at  present:  Acetic  acid,  paraffin 
oil,  soap,  all  vinegar,  essence  of  vinegar,  resin  in  bulk, 
sheep-dip,  sheep-dipping  powders,  materials  suitable  only 
for  dip  and  dipping  tanks;  dyenuts,  gambier,  myrobalans, 
sumach,  valonia,  and  dyestuft's  for  leather  and  alum,  guano 
and  other  substances  for  use  as  fertilisers  and  manures, 
unmanufactured  marble,  nitrates  for  manufacturing  or 
fertilising,  palm  and  palm-kernel  oil  in  bulk,  sulphur  and 
other  substances  for  destroying  pests  or  diseases  in  stock, 
plants,  or  trees,  shellac  and  varnish  gums,  and  resin  oil. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — Two  candidates 
have  been  nominated  for  the  vacancy  on  this  Council  caused 
by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Hewitt.  They  are  Mr.  F. 
Carter  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Jeffreys,  both  of  Messrs.  Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.  Mr.  Carter  was  unsuccessful  in  his  can- 
didature for  the  first  Council  in  1904,  and  has  hopes  of 
being  more  fortunate  this  time. 

Transvaal. 

The  Ubiquitous  Cateri-illar. — The  Transvaal  has  a 
new  pest.  Millions  of  caterpillars  were  on  a  visit  to  the 
Krugersdorp  district  when  the  mail  left,  which  is  unique 
in  the  history  of  the  country.  The  Government  advise  the 
use  of  arsenical  sprays.

Radium  Baths. — The  Austrian  Government  has  decided 
to  erect  a  radium-bathing  establishment  in  one  of  the-- 
Bohemian  mountain  towns,  where  radium-impregnated 
waters  will  be  made  use  of  for  "  cure  "  purposes.  The  esta- 
blishment will  be  State  owned  and  managed. 

Strychnine  in  Sweets. — An  Italian  doctor,  at  Olevano,, 
received  from  Naples  a  box  of  sweets  by  post  the  other 
day  with  the  kind  regards  of  the  sender.  Some  of  the 
sweets  were  given  to  the  doctor's  children,  both  developed- 
symptoms  of  strychnine  poisoning  and  one  child  died. 
Investigations  have  led  to  the  arrest  of  Giovanni  Pastorini, 
a  chemist,  and  his  son,  also  a  chemist,  who  had  lately 
returned  from  New  York. 

No  Cutting. — The  W.  H.  Hill  Co.,  manufacturers  of 
"  cascara  bromide  quinine,"  have  secured  an  injunction' 
against  a  firm  of  Detroit  druggists  for  violating  the  contract 
plan  under  which  the  Hill  products  are  sold.  It  seems 
that  the  druggists  offered  the  preparation  at  a  cut  price  soon 
after  the  contract  was  signed.  The  injunction  commands 
the  product  to  be  sold  at  the  full  contract  price  in  the 
future,  and  ties  up  the  defendants  in  such  manner  that  they 
cannot  circumvent  the  contract  in  any  way. 

Guaranty. — When  the  U.S.A.  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was 
made  law  a  year  and  a  half  or  two  years  ago,  the  Govern- 
ment officials  charged  with  its  enforcement  ruled  that  manu- 
facturers who  desired  to  protect  distributors  of  their  pro- 
ducts could  themselves  assume  the  responsibility  by  print- 
ing upon  every  package  the  following  phrase  :  "  Guaranteed 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1906,  guaranty  No.  — ." 
An  amendment  to  the  Act  has  now  been  introduced  in  the- 
National  Congress  making  illegal  the  use  of  this  very 
phrase  !  This  seems  a  strange  situation,  but  the  reason  is 
that  unscrupulous  manufacturers  have  sometimes  so  used 
the  phrase  as  to  make  it  seem  that  the  Government  itself 
had  guaranteed  the  product. 

The  Formula  on  the  Label. — The  druggists  of  the  State 
of  Washington  are  in  trouble  because  they  find  that  the 
food  and  drug  law  of  their  State  makes  it  necessary  for 
them  to  put  the  content  of  alcohol,  cocaine,  opium,  mor- 
phine, acetanilide,  and  certain  other  narcotics  on  the  labels 
of  all  prescriptions,  N.F.  and  U.S. P.  products,  and  every 
other  medicament  sold  over  the  counter.  All  this  involves 
them  in  a  wealth  of  confusion  and  embarrassment.  The 
Federal  Act  upon  which  the  several  State  laws  are  based 
contains  such  a  provision,  but  in  adopting  the  several  State 
laws  an  effort  has  usually  been  made  to  exempt  prescriptions 
and  N.F.  and  U.S. P.  products  from  the  labelling  clause. 
The  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, however,  has  a  good  deal  of  sympathy  with  the 
druggists,  and  he  has  permitted  it  to  be  understood  that  he 
is  not  going  to  enforce  this  feature  of  the  law  with  very- 
much  rigour. 

The  German  Pharmacy  Bill. — Counter- proposals  to- 
those  put  forward  by  the  authorities  of  the  German  Im- 
perial Home  Office  have  at  length  been  submitted  by  the- 
Apotheker  Verein.  The  new  scheme,  which  has  been 
placed  before  the  authorities  as  a  possible  substitute  for 
the  Government  proposals,  is  based  on  the  principle  that 
all  pharmacy  concessions  shall  be  heritable  or  saleable.  It 
is  suggested  that  each  new  concessionnaire  shall,  from  the 
time  of  transfer  by  inheritance  or  sale,  pay  a  graduated 
tax  based  upon  the  value  of  the  concession.  The  funds 
from  the  tax  would  be  devoted  to  old-age  pensions  for 
invalid  or  indigent  pharmacists  and  their  survivors.  It  is 
proposed  to  fix  the  tax  at  a  very  high  rate  at  first,  in  order 
to  make  as  difficult  as  possible  the  sale  of  the  pharmacy 
directly  or  shortly  after  being  opened.  The  graduation 
of  the  tax  would  be  downwards ;  it  would  decrease  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  years  the  pharmacy  is  held  by  the 
original  concessionnaire.  This  would  encourage  the  reten- 
tion of  the  privilege  as  long  as  possible.  The  Verein 
argues  that  by  the  adoption  of  this  system  1,600  con- 
cessions, at  present  unsaleable,  would  be  quickly  disposed 
of  and  the  prices  of  pharmacies  would  decline  with  the 
increase  in  .  the  number  of  establishments,  thus  enabling 
a  larger  number  of  pharmacists  to  become  independent  a* 
an  earlier  age  than  at  present.

High  Court  Cases. 

Action  against  the  L.C.C. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  February  25,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Bray  and  a  common  jury,  Mr.  Thomas  Allwright, 
.employed  as  a  stockkeeper  by  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co., 
Beak  Street,  W.,  sued  the  London  County  Council  *or 
■damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  on  February  18, 
1907,  through  being  jerked  off  an  electric  tramcar  owing 
to  the  sudden  starting  of  the  car  when  he  was  climbing  up 
'  the  steps.  Plaintiff  was  laid  up  for  six  weeks  and  suffered 
-from  nervous  shock.  The  defendants  said  the  car  started 
in  the  ordinary  way  and  the  plaintiff  must  have  suddenly 
lost  his  balance.  The  jury  awarded  plaintiff  50/.  damages  ; 
but  on  account  of  a  payment  of  a  larger  sum  into  Court 
judgment  was  entered  for  the  defendants  with  certain  costs, 
and  certain  other  costs  were  given  to  the  plaintiff. 

Exhibition  Privilege. 
In  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  Dublin,  last  week,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Irish  International  Exhibition,  on  behalf  of 
4he  promoters,  sought  for  an  order  to  issue  a  writ  out  of 
jurisdiction.  The  action  was  to  recover  from  Messrs. 
Shanks  &  Co.,  aerated-water  manufacturers,  the  sum  of 
200/.,  fees  due  to  the  Exhibition  for  the  privilege  of  offer- 
ing goods  for  sale  at  the  Exhibition.  Mr.  James  Shanks, 
principal  of  Messrs.  Shanks  &  Co.,  was  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  exhibition,  and  there  were  two  other  con- 
tractors for  the  supply  of  mineral  waters — Messrs.  Cantrell 
&  Cochrane  and  A.  &  R.  Thwaites  &  Co. — each  of  whom 
agreed  to  pay  200/.  It  was  contended  that  a  similar  agree- 
ment should  exist  with  Messrs.  Shanks  &  Co.,  and  that  the 
omission  constituted  a  neglect  of  duty.  The  Court  granted 
the  order. 

"  Brownie"  and  "  Ensign  "  Films. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  February  25,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Eve,  Kodak,  Ltd.,  brought  an  action  against  Mr. 
W.  G.  Grenville,  dealer  in  photographic  accessories,  of  Cor- 
poration Street,  Birmingham,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
him  from  infringing  plaintiffs'  trade-marks  and  from  pass- 
ing off  other  goods  as  and  for  plaintiffs'  goods. 

Mr.  Walter,  K.C.,  explained  that  in  1906  Mr.  Blake,  a 
representative  of  his  clients,  sent  an  hotel  porter  to  the  de- 
fendant's place  of  business  with  a  written  order  :  "  Please 
give  bearer  one  'Brownie'  film,  Id.,"  but  the  porter  was 
given  an  "  Ensign  "  film.  Mr.  Blake  then  went  to  the  shop 
himself,  but  no  explanation  was  oxiered  him,  and  in  due 
course  a  writ  was  issued  against  Mr.  Grenville.  Upon 
receipt  of  this  the  defendant  wrote  asking  that  the  writ 
should  be  withdrawn,  and  saying  that  he  was  ready  to  give 
every  reasonable  assurance  that  their  rights  in  the  matters 
should  be  respected.  The  plaintiffs  subsequently  applied 
for  an  interim  injunction,  but  no  order  was  made.  The 
issue  of  fact  to  be  tried  in  this  case  was  whether  the  assistant 
told  the  porter  what  the  article  was  that  was  being  supplied. 

Mr.  Blake  gave  evidence  as  to  sending  the  porter  to 
purchase  the  films.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Ogden 
Lawrence,  K.C.,  for  the  defendant,  he  denied  that  he  gave 
the  assistant  no  chance  of  explaining  what  he  had  done. 

Mr.  Berry,  the  defendant's  assistant,  said  that  when  the 
porter  came  to  defendant's  shop  they  had  no  "Brownie" 
films,  and  so  he  offered  the  "Ensign"  film  and  asked  the 
porter  whether  it  would  do.  The  porter  looked  at  it  and 
then  took  it  away.  He  denied  that  he  had  any  instructions 
to  push  the  "  Ensign  "  films. 

Mr.  Grenville,  the  defendant,  gave  evidence  that  he  had 
no  intention  of  deceiving,  and  had  given  no  instructions  as 
to  selling  "Ensigns"  instead  of  "Kodaks." 

Mr.  Lawrence  submitted  that  it  would  be  monstrous  to 
grant  an  injunction  against  the  defendant,  for  such  a  pro- 
ceeding would  be  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  injury  that 
could  possibly  have  resulted  to  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  waiter  said  his  clients  had  heard  there  were  firms 
passing  off  "  Ensigns"  in  Birmingham,  and  Mr.  Blake  sent 
to  three  firms  for  "Brownies,"  and  two  of  the  three  gave 
"  Ensigns." 

His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  he  had  no  hesita- 
tion in  accepting  Mr.  Grenville's  statement  that  he  gave 
no  instructions  which  would  lead  to  the  selling  of  the  "  En- 


sign "  films  in  preference  to  "  Kodak  "  films,  and  he  believed 
him  when  he  said  that,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  it  was  a 
matter  of  entire  indifference  whether  a  Kodak  or  "En- 
sign" film  was  sold.  He  therefore  acquitted  him  of  any 
intention  to  pass  off  "Ensign"  goods  for  goods  of  the) 
Kodak  firm.  At  the  same  time  he  thought  that  in  this  case 
Mr.  Grenville  had  been  the  victim  of  an  over-zealous  shop- 
man. He  was  sure  that  he  would  be  employing  a  Nasmyth 
hammer  to  crack  a  nut  if  he  were  to  grant  an  injunction  in 
that  case.  He  believed  he  was  dealing  with  a  perfectly 
honest  tradesman,  and  he  would  be  visiting  on  him  a  penalty 
which  was  not  deserved  if  he  were  to  grant  an  injunction ; 
but  he  knew  there  were  other  consequences  beside  injunc- 
tions, and  he  had  to  say  how  the  costs  in  the  action  were  to 
be  borne.  He  believed  that  Mr.  Grenville  would  have  done 
better  if  he  had  admitted  at  first  that  a  mistake  had  been 
made  ;  but  he  had  not  done  that,  and  the  case  had  come  vp 
for  trial.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  on  all  the  circum- 
stances that  this  was  not  a  case  in  which  he  could  give  the 
plaintiffs  costs,  but  at  the  same  time  he  did  not  think  he 
could  order  them  to  pay  costs.  He  would  therefore  make 
no  order  in  the  action  as  to  costs  or  otherwise. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Tucker's  Asthma-cure. 
At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  Monday  afternoon,  Feb- 
ruary 24,  Mr.  Augustus  Q.  Tucker,  Onaway  House,  Half 
Moon  Lane,  Heme  Hill,  appeared  before  Mr.  C.  K.  Francis 
in  answer  to  a  summons  complaining  that  he  unlawfully 
sold  to  George  Waldock  certain  poisons — to  wit,  cocaine 
and  atropine  (being  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868) — contained  in  a  bottle  bearing  the 
words  "Nathan  Tucker,  M.I.,  specific  for  asthma,  hay- 
fever,  and  all  catarrhal  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs," 
and  which  bottle,  when  sold,  was  not  distinctly  labelled  with 
the  word  "  Poison"  and  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  supported  the  summons  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  defendant 
was  represented  by  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith,  K.C.,  M.P.,  with 
whom  was  Mr.  J.  Wylie. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  his  opening  statement,  said  the  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  under  Section  17,  the  offence  being 
the   omission   to   label   a   bottle    containing  substances 
which  were  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The 
defendant  carried  on  a  very  large  business,  principally,  he 
understood,  through  the  post,  and  undertook  to  treat  various 
diseases — among  others,  asthma;  and  in  the  course  of  that 
business  he  supplied  a  liquid  in  a  bottle,  which,  it  was 
understood,  was  used  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of 
the  disease.    On  January  22  last  Mr.  Waldock  went  to  the 
defendant's  house  and   asked    for   some  of  his  specific. 
Without  any  questions  being  asked  at  all,  the  defendant 
supplied  him  with  a  case  which  bore  nothing  in  the  way  of 
a  label  except  the  Government  patent-medicine  stamp  and 
some  embossed  letters.    Inside  the  case  there  was  a  bottle, 
which  bore  no  label  whatever,  but  which  had  embossed  on 
the  glass  the  words  "  Nathan  Tucker,  M.I."    That,  he 
understood,  was  a  reference  to  the  defendant's  brother. 
He  was  informed  that  the  defendant  was  not  a  medical 
man,  neither  was  he  a  qualified  chemist.   The  remainder  of 
the  words  embossed  on  the  bottle  were  "  Specific  for  asthma, 
hay-fever,  and  all  catarrhal  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs."    That  was  the  package  as  sold  by  the  defendant. 
Upon  analysis  it  was  found  to  contain  two  scheduled 
poisons.    It  contained  3.6  grains  of  cocaine  and  0.91  grain 
of  atropine,  both  of  which  were  poisonous  alkaloids.  He 
would  call  evidence  to  convince  his  Worship  that  in  the 
first  place  those  poisons  were  extremely  dangerous  poisons, 
and  that  the  article  itself,  sold  in  the  way  it  was,  was  in 
itself  a  dangerous  article.  In  this  case  the  defendant  carried 
on  a  very  large  business  indeed.    He  thought  he  was  right 
in  saying  that  in  the  year  1906  his  receipts  from  the  business 
were  19,000/. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Are  you  going  to  prove  this  ? 
Mr.  Francis  :  What  does  it  matter  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  I  think,  your  Worship,  that  I  shall  be 
able  to  prove  that  the  business  is  a  very  large  one.  Pro- 
ceeding, the  learned  counsel  pointed  out  that  in  this  case  a 
complete  stranger  purchased  a  bottle,  with  no  label  and  no 
instructions  whatever. 
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Mr.  G.  Waldock  was  called,  and  stated  that  he  received 
certain  instructions  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
as  the  result  went  to  the  defendant's  house  on  January  22. 
He  saw  the  defendant,  and  said,  "  I  want  a  bottle  of  your 
asthma-specific,  please."  The  defendant  replied,  "Yes; 
one-ounce  or  two-ounce  ?  "  He  answered,  "  One-ounce."  The 
defendant  gave  him  a  bottle.  He  asked,  "  How  much?  " 
to  which  the  defendant  replied.  "  Eight  shillings."  He  gave 
the  defendant  8?..  and  said,  "Good  morning."  That  was 
all  that  passed.  In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Smith,  witness 
stated  that  defendant  asked  him  nothing  about  him  being 
a  user.  Witness  took  the  bottle  on  January  25  to  Mr. 
Moon,  of  the  Society,  in  the  same  condition  as  he  received  it. 

Mr.  Harry  Moon,  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  deposed  to 
receiving  the  bottle  and  sending  it  by  registered  post  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Tickle  for  analysis. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,'  F.I.C.,  B.Sc,  Exeter,  said  he 
analysed  the  contents  of  the  bottle,  and  found  it  contained 
two  alkaloids — cocaine  and  atropine.  The  total  quantity 
of  cocaine  was  3.6  grains,  and  of  atropine  0.91  grain.  Both 
are,  he  added,  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids. 

Mr.  Smith  (cross-examining)  :  Did  you  know  at  all  the 
use  that  was  to  be  made  of  this  specific — what  it  was  in- 
tended for? — Witness  :  Only  by  the  label  upon  the  bottle; 
that  is  to  say,  the  words  embossed  on  the  bottle. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Did  you  know  that  it  was  intended  as  an 
inhaler? — Witness:  I  had  that  impression — no  absolute 
knowledge. 

Mr.  Smith  :  You  were  not  present  in  court,  were  you, 
when  the  defendant  brought  a  libel  action  against  the 
"  Lancet  "  ? — Witness  :  I  was  not. 

Mr.  Smith  :  How  many  grains  are  there  to  an  ounce  ? — 
Witness  :  Four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half  to 
1  oz.  avoirdupois. 

Mr.  Smith  :  So  that  the  proportion  of  this  cocaine  to  the 
ounce  of  fluid  in  which  it  was  contained  would  be  in  pro- 
portion of  3  to  437  ? — Witness  :  Roughly,  yes. 

Mr.  Peter  Lewis  Daniel,  F.E.C.S.,  152  Harley  Street, 
agreed  with  Mr.  Tickle  that  cocaine  and  atropine  are  both 
poisonous  alkaloids.  If  the  contents  of  the  bottle  were 
swallowed  the  result  would  probably  be  death.  Witness 
replied  to  other  questions  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  as  to  the 
virulence  of  the  alkaloids,  his  replies  showing  that  the 
contents  of  the  bottle  were  more  than  sufficient  to  kill  an 
individual.  The  fact  that  the  liquid  is  used  as  a  spray 
does  not  decrease  its  virulence. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Smith  :  Do  you  know  that  the 
defendant  recently  brought  a  libel  action  against  the 
"  Lancet  '  ? — Witness  :  I  have  seen  it. 

Mr.  Francis  :  What  have  I  to  do  with  that  ? 

Mr.  Smith  remarked  that  that  action  was  practically 
supported  by  the  whole  of  the  medical  profession  of  London 
against  the  defendant,  who  recovered  1,000Z.  damages,  in 
spite  of  evidence  similar  to  that  being  given  by  the  witness. 
(To  witness.)  Have  you  assumed  that  anyone  who  had  this 
bottle  would  drink  it  all  in  one  dose  ? — Witness  :  I  have 
assumed  nothing. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Forgive  me.  If  you  do  not  assume  anything, 
how  can  you  possibly  say  it  would  be  fatal  to  take  it?  I 
suppose  you  do  assume  that  the  whole  was  taken  ? — Wit- 
ness :  I  do. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Will  you  tell  me  why  you  assume  that  a 
medicine  supplied  with  instructions  to  be  used  as  an  inhaler 
in  infinitesimal  doses  is  to  be  condemned  right  off  ?  Have 
you  any  reason  ? — Witness  :  Yes  ;  the  analogy  of  accident. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Have  you  ever  known  a  case  of  a  drug  sup- 
plied for  use  as  an  inhaler  in  very  small  closes  in  which 
the  whole  of  it  has  been  drunk  off? — Witness  :  I  have  not. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Then  do  not  let  us  deal  with  hypothetical 
cases. 

In  further  cross-examination  the  witness  said  he  had 
seen  this  article  used.  It  was  quite  probable  that  one 
21,000th  part  of  a  grain  was  used  with  each  squeeze  of  the 
inhaler,  and  that  it  would  take  100  squeezes  of  the  inhaler 
to  take  up  one  single  drop  of  this  stuff. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Did  you  see  the  use  of  this  through  an  inhaler 
for  the  purpose  of  experiment  in  order  to  qualify  to  give 
evidence  ? — Witness  :  I  saw  a  patient  about  two  years  ago. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  As  far  as  you  know, 
the  case  in  which  the  defendant  recovered  1,000^.  was  not 
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a  case  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  prosecut- 
ing for  not  labelling  poison  ? — Witness  :  No. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  If  that  bottle  was  sold  as  you  saw  it. 
without  any  literature  as  to  its  use,  do  you  consider  anv 
danger  would  arise  through  leaving  it  about  without  any 
label  or  any  directions  whatever  ? — Witness  :  Most  cer- 
tainly. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (to  the  Magistrate)  :  That  is  my  case,  sir. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  addressing  the  Court  for  the  defence,  called 
his  Worship's  attention  to  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Delve  [C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  252  (26)],  and  said  he 
did  not  know  whether  his  Worship  would  take  the  view  that 
a  technical  offence  had  been  committed. 

Mr.  Francis  :  I  do  not  follow.  What  do  you  call  a 
technical  offence  ?  The  evidence,  the  Magistrate  went  on 
to  point  out,  was  that  if  the  contents  of  this  bottle  were 
taken  it  would  be  fatal. 

Mr.  Smith  :  If  the  whole  of  it  was  consumed,  no  doubt. 

Mr.  Francis  :  I  understand  that  in  Delve's  case  it  was 
only  an  infinitesimal  amount  of  poison. 

Mr.  Smith  :  If  you  took  a  sufficiently  large  amount  of 
doses  in  Delve's  case,  I  have  no  doubt  it  would  have  been 
fatal.  Proceeding,  the  learned  counsel  argued  that  if  in 
this  case  there  had  been  a  breach  of  the  section  it  was  of 
a  technical  character.  He  gathered  from  the  witness  Wal- 
dock that  he  had  no  further  conversation  with  Mr.  Tucker 
than  that  he  had  described ;  but  it  was  Mr.  Tucker's  in- 
variable practice  to  send  out  the  specific  with  the  most  i 
minute  instructions  as  to  its  use.  It  had  been  used  with 
great  benefit  by  many  persons  who  had  suffered  from 
asthma.  The  instructions  were  that  it  should  only  be  used 
as  an  inhaler.  Until  quite  recently  Mr.  Tucker  was  totally 
unaware  of  the  constituents  of  this  specific,  which  repre- 
sented an  extremely  valuable  professional  secret,  the  dis- 
coverer being  his  brother,  Dr.  Tucker,  a  distinguished 
American  physician,  for  whom  he  acted  as  agent  in  this 
country.  It  was  only  shortly  before  these  proceedings  were 
commenced  that  Mr.  Tucker  was  aware  what  the  ingredients 
of  the  specific  were.  He  had  not  the  slightest  objection  to 
putting  a  poison-label  on  the  bottles  in  the  case  of  future 
sales  if  tne  Court  was  of  opinion  that  that  should  be  done. 

Mr.  Francis  drew  the  learned  counsel's  attention  to  the 
Armson  case  (loc.  cit.),  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  there 
were  two  sales  cases  to  which  he  proposed  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Court. 

Mr.  Smith  :  The  general  submission  which  I  make  upon 
the  whole  of  these  cases  is  that  it  is  a  question  for  you  in 
each  case  whether,  having  regard  to  the  use  which  is  made 
of  the  medicine  

Mr.  Francis  :  No ;  I  do  not  think  it  is.  Not  the  use  which 
is  made,  but  the  use  which  might  be  made.  We  very  often 
do  hear  of  people  taking  liniments  instead  of  other  things. 

Mr.  Tucker,  the  defendant,  was  then  called,  and  said 
his  brother  was  Dr.  Nathan  Tucker,  a  physician  of  the 
United  States.  He  (defendant)  had  been  selling  for  some 
time  this  specific  in  this  country.  He  was  not,  until  the 
recent  libel  action  which  he  successfully  brought  against  the 
"  Lancet,"  familiar  with  the  ingredients.  His  brother  was 
a  highly  qualified  medical  man.  He  remembered  the  first 
witness  calling  at  his  house  on  January  22,  and  he  was  under  . 
the  impression  that  he  said  it  was  for  one  of  witness's 
patients.    Instructions  were  issued  with  the  inhaler. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (cross-examining)  :  You  have  no  medical 
qualification  whatever? — Defendant  :  I  have  not. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  When  you  receive  reports  from  patients 
you  decide  how  you  shall  treat  them? — Defendant:  No; 
I  do  not.  I  decide  from  the  questions  which  we  put  to  them 
whether  they  have  asthma  or  whether  they  have  something 
else.  "  If,"  said  the  defendant  in  further  cross-examination, 
"  it  is  used  as  we  direct,  it  is  perfectly  harmless." 

Mr.  Francis  :  What  the  general  effect  is  is  immaterial. 
There  is  an  Act  of  Parliament  which  says  certain  things 
must  be  done.  What  this  gentleman  does  is,  to  my 'mind, 
immaterial. 

Mr.  Glyii-Jones  (to  defendant)  :  When  did  you  know  that 
this  contained  poison  ? — Defendant  :  I  never  did  know  it  of 
my  own  knowledge,  and  do  not  now. 

'Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  What  was  it  that  first  brought  it  to 
your  attention  that  is  was  alleged  to  contain  poison? — De- 
fendant :  It  was  alleged  at  the  trial. 
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Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Some  time  before  the  triai ! — Defen- 
dant :  It  may  have  been.  I  do  not  know.  It  did  not  come 
to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Did  you  then  have  it  analysed  to  see 
whether  it  did  or  not  ? — Defendant  :  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Have  you  since  gone  on  selling  it  with- 
out any  indication  that  it  contained  poison? — Defendant : 
I  have. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  And  you  do  not  sell  it  by  the  squeeze, 
you  sell  it  by  the  bottle  ? — Defendant :  I  sell  it  by  the  bottle 
to  my  regular  customers,  and  to  no  others  if  we  know  it. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Smith  :  Is  it  your  practice  to  sell  it 
■over  the  counter  to  whoever  comes  and  asks  for  it  ? — 
Defendant :  No,  sir,  it  is  not.  The  specific,  the  defendant 
went  on  to  say,  in  answer  to  a  further  question,  was  intended 
for  people  who  had  obtained  an  atomiser  and  had  been 
instructed  in  its  use. 

Mr.  Francis  said  he  did  not  think  the  matter  need  be 
prolonged.  To  his  mind  there  had  been  a  breach  of  the 
Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  defendant  would  have  to  pay 
a  penalty  of  5/.,  and  51.  5  s.  costs. 


Dentists  Act,  1878. 

"  Painless  Extractions." 
At  Liskeard  on  February  24,  E.  Sherwood,  of  Clarence 
House,  Barras  Street.  Liskeard,  was  summoned  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  British  Dental  Association  for  illegally  using 
a  description  that  he  was  a  person  specially  qualified  to 
practise  dentistry,  he  not  being  a  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner or  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act.  For  the  prose- 
jcution  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  had  upon  his  door  a 
plate  bearing  the  words  :  "  E.  Sherwood,  Artificial  Teeth  and 
Painless  Extractions."  He  also  distributed  cards  referring 
to  artificial  teeth  and  extractions,  and  it  was  urged 
Ithat  in  so  doing  he  advertised  that  he  was  qualified  to 
undertake  dental  work. — Mr.  Percy  Robinson  appeared  for 
{the  defendant  at  the  instance  of  the  Incorporated  Society 
of  Extractors  and  Adaptors  of  Teeth,  and  submitted  that 
?there  was  no  case  to  answer. — The  Magistrates,  by  a 
majority,  dismissed  the  summons,  and  intimated  that  if 
necessary  they  would  state  a  case  for  appeal. 


Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

Canine  Specialist. 
[The  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  following  up 
their  decision  to  take  the  Kingston  case  to  a  higher  Court, 
have  now  received  the  statement  of  case  signed  by  the 
Magistrates  who  adjudicated  on  it  at  the  Kingston 
Borough  Bench,  the  salient  points  of  which  are  : 

1.  The  Magistrates  found  that  defendant  is  not  a  member 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  nor  does  he 

;  hold  the  certificate  of  the  Highland  and  Agricultural 
Society  of  Scotland. 

2.  That  he  did  exhibit  a  board  whereon  there  was  in- 
scribed "  M.  Collinson,  Canine  Specialist.  Cats  and  Dogs 
treated  for  all  diseases." 

3.  That  they  have  reviewed  the  case  of  R.C.V.S.  v. 
Robinson  [1892  (1  Q.B.  557)]. 

4.  That  in  their  opinion  it  is  not  a  fact  that  defendant 
by  his  statements,  either  expressed  or  implied,  holds  out 
that  he  is  specially  qualified  to  practise  a  particular  branch 
of  veterinary  surgery. 

In  the  case  of  R.C.V.S.  v.  Robinson  a  person  displayed 
over  his  door  and  on  his  billheads  the  description  "  I. 
Robinson,  Veterinary  Forge,"  and  this  was  held  to  be  an 
offence  under  the  Act. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Barnsley  on  February  24,  Maria  Dyer,  grocer,  Blacker 
Hill,  was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  having  sold  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  which  was  found,  on  analysis,  to  be  deficient  in 
ethyl  nitrite. 

At  the  Keighley  Borough  Police  Court,  on  February 
21,  Martin  Ford,  grocer,  was  summoned  under  Section  6 
of  ^  the  1875  Act  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre, 
which  the  public  analyst  had  certified  to  contain  nitrous 
ether  0.3,  absolute  alcohol  80.08,  and  water  19.62  by  weight, 
therefore  only  17  per  cent,  of  the  B.P.  amount  of  nitrous 


ether.  The  defendant  said  that  the  preparation  was 
sold  exactly  as  it  was  received  from  the  wholesale  firm, 
and  he  produced  a  letter  to  that  effect.  Mr.  Arthur  Ran- 
derson,  who  prosecuted,  said  that  if  the  defendant  would 
undertake  to  sell  no  more  nitre  he  would  withdraw  the 
case  on  payment  of  costs  and  the  analyst's  fee.  This  was 
agreed  to. 


Weights  and  Measures  Act. 

Lead  on  the  Goods  Pan. 

At  Keighley  Police  Court  on  February  21,  Martin  Ford, 
grocer,  was  fined  51.  and  costs  for  having  in  his  shop  scales 
that  were  three  drams  against  the  customer,  owing  to  the 
presence  of  a  piece  of  sheet  lead  underneath  the  goods  pan. 
This  lead  had  been  fixed  on  by  the  defendant.  The  de- 
fendant also  had  a  set  of  flour  scales  6f  ounces  against  the 
customer,  owing  to  a  piece  of  lead  piping  being  wrapped 
round  the  scales. 


County  Court  Cases. 

In  Difficulties. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  20,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  John  Morgan  Davis  &  Sons, 
wholesale  druggists,  89  Bishopsgate  Street  Without,  E.C., 
sought  to  enforce  payment  of  4/.  17s.  8d.  for  drugs  supplied 
to  the  defendant,  Mr.  Sydney  Scott,  drug-stores,  13  Fulham 
Palace  Road.  Defendant  wrote  and  offered  payment  of  5s. 
a  month,  saying  he  was  in  difficulties.  Plaintiffs  said  that 
the  defendant  was  taking  181.  a  week.  The  Court  ordered 
payment  of  5s.  a  month. 

In  another  case  Messrs.  Meggeson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
druggists,  14  Miles  Lane,  Upper  Thames  Street,  E.C., 
sought  for  payment  of  14t.  due  from  Mr.  Thornton  Newton, 
chemist,  77  Carlton  Vale,  West  Kilburn,  for  drugs  supplied. 
Defendant  wrote  offering  payment  of  10s.  a  month.  Plain- 
tiffs said  they  would  take  that.    Order  accordingly. 

A  Question  of  Costs. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  February  21,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  case  of  Weston  &  Westall  v.  Burford. 
which  has  already  been  reported  in  these  columns,  was  again 
mentioned.  The  plaintiffs  had  obtained  a  judgment  against 
the  defendants,  Messrs.  Burford  &  Co.,  oil,  salt  and  vinegar 
merchants,  Glengall  Road,  S.E.,  restraining  them  from 
dealing  in  the  plaintiffs'  oil  cans  and  vinegar  casks,  they 
being  rivals  in  trade.  Defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  33/. 
costs  of  the  legal  proceedings,  and  Mr.  Ernest  Burford, 
junr.,  who  was  one  of  the  partners  in  the  defendant  firm, 
had  been  ordered  to  pay  21.  a  month,  or  go  to  prison.  He 
now  said  he  was  unable  to  pay  that  money,  business  being- 
bad,  and  he  asked  the  Court  to  reduce  the  order,  explaining 
that  the  oil  business,  which  belonged  to  him,  and  the  vinegar 
business,  which  belonged  to  his  mother,  had  been  formed 
into  a  company,  which  had  taken  over  everything.  He  had 
got  nothing  out  of  it.  This  the  judge  questioned,  remarking 
that  it  looked  a  very  shady  transaction,  and  he  adjourned  the 
case  for  inquiry. 

"Brain  Brokers'"  Commission. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  19,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  a  claim  was  made  by  Hap- 
goods,  Ltd.,  23  Fleet  Street,  E.G.,  against  Mr.  A.  J.  Warner, 
traveller,  Cassland  Crescent,  South  Hackney,  for  3Z.  4s., 
balance  of  51.  4s. ,  for  obtaining  a  situation  for  him  with  the 
Sandall  Gray  Figure  Trainer  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  21.  per  week. 
Mr.  Rogers,  plaintiffs'  manager,  said  that  they  were 
"brain  brokers,"  and  they  obtained  a  position  for  the  de- 
fendant. He  paid  them  21.  down  and  agreed  to  pay  5  per 
cent,  commission.  He  had  employment  for  a  year. — Defen- 
dant said  that  was  just  what  he  did  not  have.  Plaintiffs 
obtained  for  him  a  temporary  position  for  four  weeks  with 
Mr.  Coe,  who  originally  owned  the  Sandall  Gray  Figure 
Trainer,  and  he  had  paid  them  21.  He  then,  by  his  own 
merits,  obtained  a  permanent  post  with  the  company,  whom 
he  had  to  sue  in  that  court  for  wrongful  dismissal,  as  re- 
ported in  the  C.  &  D.,  February  8,  p.  217.  He  had  obtained 
a  judgment  for  three  months'  salary  in  lieu  of  notice,  and 
although  he  had  spent  221.  in  costs  he  had  not  been  able 
to  obtain  anything  from  the  company.— Judge  Lumley 
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Smith  was  afraid  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  recover  the 
amount  claimed,  but  he  thought  the  contract  ought  to  be 
very  fully  explained  by  the  plaintiffs  to  applicants  for 
situations. 

A  Chemist's  Book-debts. 
In  the  Falkirk  Sheriff  Court  on  February  21,  Sheriff 
Moffatt  heard  an  action  by  Donald  Mcintosh,  Liberton, 
against  Andrew  Forrester,  chemist,  Falkirk,  and  J.  D. 
Graham,  Port  of  Menteith,  or  one  or  other  of  them,  with 
respect  to  certain  book-debts  due  to  Mr.  James  McNiven, 
chemist,  Falkirk,  which  he  had  acquired  as  at  July  1, 
1907.  The  defendant  Giaham  owed  Mr.  McNiven  31.  5s., 
and  paid  this  by  cheque  in  a  letter  addressed  to  McNiven 
&  Forrester.  The  plaintiff  averred  that  the  letter  was 
delivered  to  Andrew  Forrester,  and  that  he  opened  it,  ap- 
propriating the  cheque.  The  Sheriff  was  of  opinion  that 
the  summons  as  led  was  incompetent,  and  the  agent  for 
the  plaintiff  withdrew  the  claim  against  Mr.  Graham  and 
made  the  action  against  Andrew  Forrester  alone.  For  Mr. 
Forrester  it  was  submitted  that  the  plaintiff  acquired  the 
book-debus  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the 
cheque,  and  that  he  (Mr.  Forrester)  had  authority  from 
Mr.  McNiven  to  act  on  his  behalf.  The  case  was  ad- 
journed for  proof. 

Syphons  Accounts. 
At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  February  25,  before 
the  Registrar,  upon  a  reference  from  Judge  Edge,  Messrs. 
E.  Geraut  &  Co.,  mineral-water  manufacturers,  Farringdon 
Road,  sued  Messrs.  Griffin  Bros.,  dairymen,  Albany  Street, 
N.W.,  for  10Z.  0s.  6d.  in  respect  of  goods  supplied. 
Counsel  for  plaintiffs  explained  that  his  clients  had  supplied 
defendants  with  mineral  waters  for  twelve  or  fourteen  years, 
and  now  that  the  business  between  them  had  closed  plaintiffs 
found  there  were  104  syphons  not  returned  to  them.  Six 
years  ago  there  were  117  syphons  owing,  and  to-day  plaintiffs 
said  there  were  104  owing. 

Defendants'  solicitor  said  that  when  before  the  learned 
Judge  a  short  time  ago  he  contended  that  defendants  were 
entitled  to  plead  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  The  learned 
Judge  held  that  it  was  a  case  to  which  the  statute  pro- 
perly applied,  and  he  directed  that  an  account  should  be 
taken  of  the  syphons  returned  during  the  past  six  years 
from  those  bought  during  that  time.  As  to  what  happened 
before  that  period  could  not  be  gone  into. 

The  Registrar  found,  on  the  basis  of  the  six  years'  deal- 
ings, that  defendants  had  returned  thirteen  more  syphons 
than  they  had  received.  Therefore  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to 
nothing.  He  also  noted  the  contention  of  plaintiffs'  counsel 
that  one  hundred  odd  of  the  syphons  returned  within  the 
past  six  years  were  in  fact  the  identical  ones  supplied  more 
than  six  years  ago,  and  should  therefore  not  be  set  against 
the  syphons  supplied  during  the  last  six  years. 

Counsel  said  it  was  a  serious  matter  for  mineral-water 
manufacturers,  and  he  should  have  to  press  the  legal  view 
that  a  creditor  might  appropriate  the  general  payment  of 
an  account  to  a  debt  that  was  barred  by  the  Statute  of 
Limitations. 

The  Registrar  :  You  can  raise  that  on  my  report  when  it 
comes  before  the  learned  Judge.

— At  8,  Elmdale  Road,  Redland,  Bristol,  on 
Feb.  22,  Mr.  Edward  Presley,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  St. 

Mr.  Presley,  who  had  been  in  busi- 
ness for  forty  years,  had  many  friends,  and  was  highly 
esteemed  in  the  city.  He  was  a  man  of  kindly,  sympathetic 
nature,  who  took  unassuming  interest  in  pharmaceutical 
questions  and  events  of  the  day,  and  his  sound  judgment 
and  ripe  experience  rendered  his  counsel  of  special  value.

He  was  a  prominent  member 
of  the  drug-trade  section  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Trans- 
portation, of  the  Drug  Club,  and  of  the  James  Monroe  Post, 
G.A.R.,  having  served  in  the  22nd  Regiment  during  the 
civil  war.

William  Henry  Turner,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  fifty- 
nine.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representatives.) 


Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

We  learn  upon  excellent  authority  that  when  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  House 
of  Lords  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  on  Feb- 
ruary 24,  comes  up  for  second  reading  the  Earl  of  Crewe 
will  move  that  it  be  referred  to  a  Joint  Committee  of  both 
Houses  of  Parliament.  It  may  be  remembered  that  when 
the  Bill  was  before  their  lordships  two  years  ago,  it  was 
referred  to  a  Committee  of  one  chamber  only— the  House 
of  Lords.  There  is  also  the  best  reason  for  believing  that 
although  no  date  has  yet  been  actually  fixed,  the  second 
reading  debate  will  take  place  either  next  week  or  the 
week  after.  It  will  most  certainly  take  place  before  Easter. 
The  text  of  the  Bill  was  published  last  Saturday.  It  is 
precisely  the  same  as  last  Session's  Bill  (of  which  an  epitome 
was  given  in  this  column  last  week),  except  that  the  title 
is  now  "A  Bill  intituled  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
vertain  Poisonous  Substances  and  to  amend  the  Pharmacy 
Acts."    The  three  words  in  italics  are  new. 

Deaths  under  Anesthetics. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  afternoon  the 
Home  Secretary  informed  Mr.  E.  H.  Pickersgill,  M.P., 
that  the  number  of  deaths  under  anaesthetics  administered 
for  the  purpose  of  operations  which  occurred  in  England 
and  Wales  in  1906  was  183.  These  returns  were  collated 
from  the  verdicts  of  coroners'  juries  in  cases  in  which 
inquests  were  held,  and  from  the  certified  causes  of  death 
in  cases  where  no  inquests  were  held. 

First-aid  at  St.  Stephen's. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  owing  to  the  rather 
numerous  cases  of  sudden  illness  which  have  occurred  in 
t  he  House  of  Commons  in  recent  years  restoratives  are  now 
always  kept  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Chamber,  and  an 
ambulance  and  invalid  chair  have  also  been  provided. 
The  former  were  instantly  in  use  when  the  late  Sir  Alfred 
Billson  was  seized  with  fatal  illness  in  the  Lobby  in  the 
course  of  last  Session,  and  by  means  of  the  ambulance  the 
Ik m.  member  was  speedily  conveyed  to  the  private  room 
of  the  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means. 

The  Whisky  Commission. 

Lord  James  of  Hereford,  who  is  to  preside  over  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Whisky,  has  no  senior  in  point  of  years 
among  the  chairmen  of  similar  bodies  which  are  sitting  at 
the  present  time.  His  Lordship,  who  is  in  his  eightieth  year, 
has  presided  over  innumerable  inquiries  since  he  relin- 
quished his  practice  at  the  Bar.  The  next  oldest  chairman 
of  a  Royal  Commission  is  Viscount  Selby.  ex-Speaker,  who 
is  presiding  over  the  Vivisection  Inquiry,  and  who  was  born 
in  1835:  while  Lord  Justice 'Vaughan-Williams,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Welsh  Church  Commission,  is  seventy  this  year. 


Practically  all  the  patent  medicines  imported  into 
Colombia  are  obtained  from  the  United  States  and  are 
advertised  with  great  pertinacity  in  the  local  Press,  says  the 
British  Consul  at  Bogota.

Dispensing  motes. 

(Abstract  of  a  communication  by  Misses  Georgina  E.  Barl- 
trop  and  Margaret  I.  Bedell,  Ph.C,  to  the  Women 
Pharmacists'  Association.) 


A  Solution  of  beta-eucaine  hydrochloride  in  distilled 
water  is  commonly  used  as  an  injection  to  produce  local 
anaesthesia,  and  can  be  sterilised  by  boiling  without 
decomposition,  the  solution  keeping  much  better  than  a 
solution  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  of  corresponding  strength. 
A  solution  containing  2  per  cent,  of  beta-eucaine  hydro- 
chloride made  up  with  §  per  cent,  sodium  chloride  in  distilled 
water,  is  commonly  used.  Adrenalin  chloride  solution  (1  in 
1,000)  is  often  added  to  this  solution  in  the  proportion  of 

1  in  100. 

Calcium  lactate  is  only  entirely  soluble  in  water  (1  in  15) 
when  freshly  prepared.  To  dispense  the  partially  soluble 
powder  half  fill  the  bottle  with  water,  dust  in  the  powder,  and 
shake.  (Miss  Verrall  suggested  in  the  discussion  that  the 
better  method  is  to  prepare  the  salt  fresh,  as  required,  from 
calcium  carbonate  and  lactic  acid.) 

Chaulmoogra  oil  may  give  trouble,  being  partially  solid  at 
the  ordinary  temperature,  and  having  a  very  unpleasant  taste 
and  smell.  To  dispense  the  oil  it  must  first  be  melted  by 
standing  the  bottle  in  hot  water,  then  emulsified  with  gum 
acacia,  using  at  least  half  as  much  gum  as  oil,  and  diluting 
with  warm  water.  Syrup  of  lemon  and  chloroform  help  to 
disguise  the  nauseous  taste. 

In  colouring  mercuric  chloride  lotions  with  methylene  blue, 
add  a  few  drops  of  a  solution  of  methylene  blue  to  the  bottle, 
two-thirds  full  of  water,  then  add  the  solution  of  the  mercuric 
chloride.  This  method  prevents  the  formation  of  the  floccu- 
lent  precipitate  which  is  so  troublesome. 

When  an  ointment  is  ordered  in  the  form  of  a  salve-stick, 
a  good  base  is  formed  by  taking  1  part  of  white  wax  to 

2  parts  of  hydrous  wool-fat.  The  base  should  be  melted,  the 
medicament  stirred  in,  and  the  mass  poured  into  a  damp, 
warm  test-tube ;  when  cold  the  stick  can  be  shaken  out. 

To  make  an  ointment  containing  beta-naphthol,  first  rub 
down  the  beta-naphthol  with  rectified  spirit,  then  incorporate 
with  the  base. 

A  convenient  way  of  making  solutions  is  to  cut  away  the 
bottom  of  a  Winchester  quart  bottle,  plug  the  neck  of  this 
with  cotton-wool,  and  support  the  neck  in  a  funnel  connected 
with  a  second  Winchester  quart.  The  salt  is  placed  in  the 
upper  bottle,  and  the  water  added.  The  salt  gradually  goes 
into  solution  and  filters  through  into  the  lower  vessel. 


IHcw  IRemeoies. 


Sullacetin  (Berlin.  Dr.  van  Gember  and  Dr.  Fehlhaber)  is 
a  white,  odourless,  bitter  powder,  easily  soluble  in  water. 
It  appears  to  contain  guaiacetin,  and  is  given  in  doses  of 
0.5  gram. 

Antirheuraol — This  application  for  rheumatism  is  said  to 
consist  of  a  neutral  20-per-cent.  solution  of  glycerol  salicylate 
in  glycerin  and  diluted  alcohol.  The  manufacturer  is  Dr.  C. 
Sorger,  Frankfurt. 

Cincrol  is  the  name  by  which  Leszezynski  describes  a  mer- 
curial cream  consisting  of  mercury  4  grarns.  sterilised  palm 
oil  20  c.c.,  and  sterilised  sesame  oil  20  c.c.  It  is  used  as  an 
intermuscular  injection. 

Camphosal.  -  A  neutr  l  camphoric  acid  ester  of  santaloils 

put  on  the  market  under  the  title  camphosal,  being  prepared 

according  to  a  patented  process  (Riedcl's).    Ine  formula  is :

It  is  a  brownish-yellow  oil  of  sp.  gr.  0.987.  It  is  easily  soluble 
in  ether,  alcohol,  benzol,  chloroform,  petroleum  ether,  and 
ligroin,  but,  unlike  santalol  and  sandalwood  oil,  it  is  only 
slightly  soluble  in  70-per-cent.  spirit.  It  is  used  for  the  same 
purposes  as  sandalwood  oil  in  5  to  15  minim  doses  (capsuled). 

JJimenthyldimethylene  ether  is  used  as  an  antiseptic 
and  antipyretic  It  is  obtained  by  treating  menthol  with 
symmetrical  di-halogen  methyl  ether.  For  instance,  10  grams 
of  dichlormethylether  are  dissolved  in  100  c.c.  of  petroleum 
ether,  cooled,  and  a  sodium  impregnated  solution  of  30  grams 
menthol  in  300  c.c.  toluol  is  added  slowly  with  constant  stir- 
ring. When  the  liquid  is  clear  it  is  washed  with  soda  solu- 
tion, then  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  repeatedly  with 
water.  The  solvents  are  removed  by  evaporation  under  pres- 
sure, and  the  dimenthyldimethylenether  is,  after  recrystallisa- 
tion  from  alcohol,  obtained  in  scaly  crystals,  which  melt  at 
47°  C.  When  combined  with  the  molecule  of  formaldehyde 
dimentholfoi-mal  is  obtained.

The  *«  Estrangement " 

between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Privy  Council,  commented  on  last  week,  is  almost 
certainly  the  principal  obstacle  in  the  way  of  our  legislative 
happiness.  The  relations  between  the  two  bodies  ap- 
parently began  pleasantly  enough  when  they  were  first 
yoked  together  to  control  the  sale  of  poisons,  but  they  very 
soon  became  strained  when  Bloomsbury  flatly  refused  to 
obey  the  invitation  of  Whitehall  to  frame  the  "regula- 
tions "  contemplated  by  the  statute.  The  accepted  theory  is 
that  all  our  subsequent  unpleasant  experiences  are  traceable 
to  the  mistake  of  that  unfortunate  period  when  we  followed 
the  lead  of  those  amiable  incendiaries  Schacht  of  Clifton, 
Keynolds  of  Leeds,  W.  S.  Brown  of  Manchester,  and 
others,  who  refused  to  be  dragooned  and  inspected,  and  who 
defied  and,  by  a  lucky  change  of  Government,  defeated  the 
so-called  insidious  attempt  of  Sir  John  Simon  to  enthrall  us. 
Years  after  we  came  to  a  different  frame  of  mind,  and 
atoned  for  our  error  as  best  we  could ;  but  the  hypothesis 
requires  un  to  believe  that  Whitehall  is  still  implacable,  and 
will  not  cease  its  enmity  until  it  has  ground  us  under  its 
heel  in  the  dust.  This  gory  explanation  is  picturesque  and 
dramatic,  but  not  possible.  Even  assuming  that  a  Govern- 
ment Department  was  capable  of  something  like  human 
indignation  in  1870,  it  is  inconceivable  that  the  resentment 
could  have  been  maintained  all  these  years  and  actually 
transmitted  to  a  fresh  generation  of  officials.  The  explana- 
tion of  the  "estrangement"  is  unfortunately  simpler  and 
more  hopeless.  It  depends  on  the  circumstance  that  our 
adversaries  or  coadjutors,  whichever  we  call  them,  are 

Government  Officials, 

and  can  no  more  change  their  nature  i 
than  the  Ethiopian  can  change  his  skin.  From  the  post- 
office  girl  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  they  all  have  in  common 
the  instinct  of  enjoying  the  irritation  of  the  public.  They 
cannot  help  it.  "The  insolence  of  office,"  which,  when 
Shakespeare  wrote,  was  bad  enough  to  be  an  incentive  to 
suicide,  must  be  regarded,  like  kleptomania,  as  a  disease 
rather  than  as  a  fault.  Looked  at  thus  charitably,  there- 
fore, it  is  not  fair  to  complain  of  Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy  and 
his  associates  for  their  unsympathetic  attitude  towards 
pharmacists.  Still  less  would  it  be  just  to  reproach  Presi- 
dents of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  their  failure  to 
level  the  traditional  mountain  of  officialdom.  They  could 
not  have  secured  useful  co-operation  by  any  degree  of 
servility,  and  if  they  could  we  should  not  have  wished 
them  to  buy  it  at  that  price.  Put  I  am  not  sure  that  the 
time  for  our  revenge  has  not  yet  arrived.  Insurrection,  said 
Lafayette,  "  is  the  holiest  of  duties  for  nations  or  jar  sec- 
tions of  nations  when  the  Government  violates  their  rights." 
Could  we  not  convince  a  large  number  of  members  of  the 
Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons  that  it  is  little  short  of 
An  Outrage 

for  a  Government  Department  to  plan  and  draft 
and  introduce  a  "  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,"  including 
even  a  new  Schedule,  concerning  which  they  cannot  be 
experts,  without  consultation  with  the  chartered  body  which 
has  for  forty  years  carried  out  the  provisions  of  the  old 
Act  and  controlled  the  sale  of  poisons  in  Great  Britain  ? 
The  Bill  is  objectionable  in  many  respects.  The  authorisa- 
tion of  licensed  vendors  of  some  of  the  most  dangerous 
of  poisons  is  an  unnecessary  innovation  which  can  hardly 


fail  to  lead  to  a  general  relaxation  of  the  conditions  under 
which  less  deadly  substances  are  distributed  ;  other  clauses 
of  the  Bill,  even  if  they  can  be  shown  to  be  desiraole,  are 
so  expressed  as  to  preclude  any  chance  of  a  proper  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  contemplated  (what,  for, 
example,  is  the  extent  of  supervision  necessary  to  consti- 
tute "  conducting  "  a  business  ?)  ;  and  the  proposed  modifi- 
cation of  the  Schedule  leaves  untouched  problems  in 
connection  with  it  which  have  arisen  in  practice.  If  the 
Government  measure  is  intended  to  be  enacted,  it  hardly 
needs  saying  that  some  expert  advice  is  required  ;  but  it 
would  be  the  proper  policy  to  withhold  such  assistance 
until  the  Privy  Council  can  bring  itself  to  ask  for  it,  and 
meanwhile  to  offer  a  dogged  opposition  to  the  Bill  expressly 
on  the  ground  that  it  has  been  resolved  upon  and  drafted 
without  reference  to  any  representatives  of  the  class  to 
be  affected.  The  trade  would  probably  support  such  an 
attitude  with  vigour,  and  Parliament  would  appreciate  it. 

The  Standard  of  Virtue 

is  apt  to  be  a  very  high  one  at  a  phar- 
maceutical dinner.  It  is  then  especially  that  we  realise  how 
good  we  are,  and  how  deficient  are  many  of  our  friends 
outside.  Probably  the  West  Ham  diners  were  grateful  to 
Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  for  showing  them  a  new  perfection 
to  which  they  might  attain.  "  It  should  be  made  an  offence," 
he  declared,  "  for  a  chemist  to  use  any  other  business-name 
than  his  own."  Mr.  Winfrey  is  not  the  originator  of  this 
canon  of  morality,  but  his  endorsement  of  it  compels  atten- 
tion. Why  it  is  an  offence,  or  why  it  should  be  made  one, 
for  a  chemist  to  continue  the  use  of  a  familiar  name,  unless  it 
is  equally  an  offence  for  any  other  tradesman  to  do  the  same, 
no  one  has  taken  the  trouble  to  explain.  It  might  be  pos- 
sible to  argue  that  a  certain  person  possessed  of  exceptional 
skill  having  thereby  acquired  reputation,  it  is  not  just- 
that  his  successors  should  assume  the  right  to  still  present 
themselves  to  the  public  as  continuing  to  exercise  their 
ancestor's  skill.  But  that  objection  would  apply  to  busi- 
nesses in  every  line,  and  it  is  not  the  contention  adopted 
by  our  name-reformers.  They  are  thinking  of  chemists 
specially,  and  they  derive  their  notion  from  some  amor- 
phous fancies  of  the  pharmacist  as  a  professional  man 
which  float  in  their  minds.  There  is  no  moral  considera- 
tion involved,  and  certainly  nothing  that  members  of 
Parliament  need  concern  themselves  about. 

Polypharmacy  is  Scientific, 

Dr.  James  Cantlie  told  the  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  meet  with 
such  a  competent  champion  of  this  old-fashioned  opinion. 
Modern  laboratory  therapeutists  only  recognise  science  m 
the  administration  of  medicines  when  the  effects  can  be 
recorded  sphymographically.    The  careful  adjustment  of 
basis,  corrigens,  and  adjuvans  in  a  prescription,  once  so 
religiously  studied,  is  now  almost  forgotten — at  best,  it  is 
only  smiled  at.    Our  famous  old  drugs,  the  simples  of  the 
past,  have  now  to  be  chemically  freed  from  the  extraneous 
matter  with  which  Nature  in  her  ignorance  surrounded 
them,  so  as  to  get  only  the  quintessences;  with  these  the 
delicate  machinery  of  the  body  can  be  stimulated,  nar- 
cotised, or  regulated  with  precision.    And  yet  there  is 
still  a  demand  for  such  well-tried  remedies  as  compound 
rhubarb  pills,  Gregory's  powder,  Dover's  powder,  and  con- 
fection of  senna.    It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  old 
formula-mongers  were  influenced  by  any  scientific  principle 
when  they  shovelled  fifty  drugs  into  one  electuary.   But  the 
people  accepted  the  compilation  as  the  result  of  enormous 
research.    Sir  Walter  Raleigh  owed  his  reputation  as  a 
chemist  principally  to  the  "Great  Cordial"  which  he  in- 
vented when  he  was  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower,  and  Evelyn 
tells  of  a  demonstration  of  its  composition  given  before 
Charles  II.  by  the  Court  Apothecary,  who  explained  the 
purpose  of  each  of  the  ingredients  as  he  put  them  together. 
In  the  instance  of  Warburg's  tincture  cited  by  Dr.  Cantlie, 
it  is  impossible  to  trace  anything  like  design  in  the  combina 
tion  of  the  dozen  or  more  constituents  of  the  mixture;  but 
it  is  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  doctors  did  find  the 
compound  far  more  effective  than  quinine  given  alone.

EMtonal  Comments. 

How  it  is  Done. 

Whatever  the  cause  of  the  estrangement  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  Privy  Council  may  be, 
it  is  sufficient  for  retail  chemists  of  to-day  to  know 
that  it  exists,  and  is  prejudicial  to  their  interests.    It  is 
difficult  to  credit  the  supposition,  referred  to  by  "  Xrayser," 
that  a  blunder  of  forty  years  ago,  which  was  remedied  a 
decade  since  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  when 
he  was  a  free-lance  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  per- 
petuates the  estrangement.   We  must  look  for  the  continuing 
cause  nearer  home.    An  excellent  example  was  given  last 
week  of  the  calefacient  treatment  that  keeps  the  old  sore 
open.    When  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
learnt  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  that  the  Earl  of 
Crewe  was  to  introduce  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  he 
wrote  to  his  Lordship  about  the  matter,  asking  him  for  an 
interview,  so  that  he  might  place  before  his  Lordship  "  views 
and  proposals"  on  the  subject  of  pharmacy  legislation. 
This  letter  was  acknowledged  by  Mr.  FitzRoy,  Clerk  to  the 
Privy  Council,  who  was  instructed  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe 
to  make  an  appointment  with  the  President  of  the  Society, 
and,  as  a  preliminary,  he  asked  the  President  to  place  the 
"views"  in  writing.    The  President  intimated  that  he 
would  do  so.    This  was  on  the  day  that  the  Earl  of  Crewe 
introduced  his  Bill,  and  two  days  later  the  President  of 
the  Society  wrote  to  Mr.  FitzRoy  postponing  the  interview 
sine  die.    He  took  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  to  mean  that 
"  the  Lord  President  is  not  inclined  to  consider  my  repre- 
sentations on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."   It  is 
not  difficult  to  imagine  the  shoulder-shrug  which  Mr. 
FitzRoy  made  when  he  received  this  missive  from  Warring- 
ton, and  there  is  even  less  difficulty  in  understanding  why 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Privy  Council  are 
estranged  when  we  find  the  whole  of  the  correspondence  in 
the  Society's  journal !    If  the  purpose  had  been  to  break  off 
all  relations  with  the  Privy  Council,  no  surer  means  of  effect- 
ing this  could  have  been  conceived.   It  is  not  only  a  remark- 
able demonstration  of  pique,  but  a  breach  of  the  etiquette 
customarily  observed  between  administrative  bodies  in 

regard  to  correspondence  between  them. 

*  #  * 

If  we  may  judge  from  the  Earl  of  Crewe's  intentions 

regarding  the  Government  Bill,  there  is  a  way  of  retreat 

for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  from  the  awkward  position 

they  are  now  in.    The  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee 

of  Lords  and  Commons  when  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 

Bill  is  read  a  second  time  gives  the  Council  of  the  Society 

the  opportunity  of  introducing  its  own  Bill  into  the  House 

of  Commons  immediately,  and,  by  arrangement  with  the 

Government,  pushing  it  on  to  second  reading,  so  that  both 

Bills  may  be  considered  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe's  committee. 

We  presume  the  Council  can  polish  up  the  draft  Bill  in 

time.    Three  weeks  have  been  unnecessarily  wasted.    If  a 

special  Council-meeting  had  been  called  a  fortnight  ago 

matters  would  have  been  straight  before  this ;  now  the 

Council  has  to  hustle. 
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Ceylon  Produce. 

.Several  of  the  principal  planters'  associations  in  Ceylon 
have  recently  held  their  annual  meetings,  the  feature  of 
which  appeared  to  be  the  optimistic  tone  of  the  various 
speakers  in  regard  to  their  staple  products,  such  as  tea, 
cocoa,  cardamoms,  and  rubber,  the  prices  of  which  were  well 
maintained  last  year,  while  the  crops  were  comparatively 
abundant.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  cardamoms,  the 
crops  proving  to  be  somewhat  larger  than  had  been  antici- 
pated. In  the  annual  report  of  the  Matale  Association  it 
is  stated  that  in  1907  several  growers  have  adopted  the 
system  of  drying  cardamoms  green  and  selling  in  the  local 
market  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  from  India.  This 
system  of  curing  instead  of  bleaching  tends  to  quicker  des- 
patch from  estates  and  quick  returns,  and  is  also  calculated 
to  preserve  more  fully  the  aromatic  properties  of  the  spice. 
It  is  also  stated  that  "  an  early  commencement  of  fortnightly 
public  auctions  in  Colombo,  for  the  sale  of  cardamoms,  cocoa, 
and  other  minor  products,  is  looked  forward  to."  This  state- 
ment has  given  rise  to  much  comment  in  Colombo,  where  it  is 
thought  among  the  merchants  and  brokers  that  the  business 
in  these  minor  products  is  not  yet  sufficiently  large  to  warrant 
the  holding  of  weekly  or  fortnightly  auctions.  All  the 
members  of  the  various  planters'  associations  are  in  favour 
of  the  project,  but  there  are  several  obstacles  in  the  way, 
the  chief  of  which  is  the  objection  by  the  brokers  who  are 
in  close  touch  with  the  products.  At  present  tea  is  the  only 
commodity  sold  by  public  auction  in  "Ceylon,  but  it  is  antici- 
pated that  rubber  will  eventually  be  the  backbone  of  the 
market,  and  that  periodical  sales  will  be  established  long 
hefore  cardamoms  and  similar  products  are  sold  in  this 
manner.  From  the  official  table  of  exports  recently  pub- 
lished by  the  Ceylon  Chamber  of  Commerce  we  find  that  the 
shipments  of  cardamoms  last  year  touched  789,495  lb.,  being 
57,000  lb.  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  These  large 
exports  have  caused  surprise  in  Ceylon,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  probably  South  India  cardamoms  imported  into  Ceylon 
for  reshipment  were  included  in  the  returns,  but  this  is 
not  so.  Moreover,  the  area  under  cardamoms  in  Ceylon  in 
1906  was  8,744  acres  and  the  exports  732,136  lb.,  whereas 
in  1907  the  area  was  only  8,451  acres ;  yet  the  exports  were 
57,000  lb.  more,  which  looks  as  if  stocks  had  accumulated 
in  Ceylon.  Last  year  India  was  the  chief  buyer  of  carda- 
moms, securing  366,070  lb.,  the  United  Kingdom  being 
second  with  300,862  lb.,  Germany  third  with  65,677  lb.,  and 
the  United  States  fourth  with  24,657  lb.  London  merchants 
and  brokers  will  be  pleased  to  note  that  the  direct  shipments 
■to  Germany  in  1907,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
fell  away  by  32,870  lb.,  or  practically  50  per  cent.,  while 
the  decrease  to  the  United  States  was  3,255  lb.  On  the  other 
hand  the  United  Kingdom  imports  increased  by  7,377  lb. 
The  popularity  of  Ceylon  citronella  oil  continues  un- 
diminished, the  exports  having  risen  to  1,312,192  lb. — an 
increase  of  70,000  lb.  The  United  Kingdom  increased  her 
imports  to  520,331  lb.  (1906,  484,049  lb.);  Germany  to 
198,109  lb.  (1906,  97,396  lb.);  but  the  shipments  to  the 
United  States  declined  to  479,024  lb.  (1906,  563,030  lb.). 
Cinnamon-bark  and  leaf-oils  shipments  amounted  to 
102,604  oz.,  or  55,740  oz.  less,  of  which  the  United  King- 
dom received  87,726  oz.,  Germany  2,448  oz.,  and  the  U.S.A. 
10,930  oz.  Cinchona  shows  a  decrease  of  some  63,000  lb., 
<the  total  exports  being  234,499  lb.,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom  received  180,092  lb.  and  Germany  26,818  lb.  The 
following  table  shows  the  principal  exports  of  drug-trade 
anterest  from  Ceylon  during  the  past  eleven  years  :

Tea,  the  chief  staple  of  the  island,  constituted  a  record, 
the  exports  being  182,023,732  lb.,  an  increase  of 
12,114,397  lb.  Russia  and  China  increased  their  imports 
of  Ceylon  tea,  and  it  may  hardly  be  credited  that  China 
bought  8,460,000  lb.  of  Ceylon  tea  last  year  [the  United 
Kingdom  used  only  9,728,908  lb.  of  China  tea  in  the  same 
time].  Was  this  all  consumed  in  China  ?  is  a  question 
which  might  reasonably  be  asked,  or  are  certain  qualities 
used  for  blending  with  China  tea  and  re-exported  ? 
Rubber  again  shows  an  expansion,  the  exports  being 
556,080  lb.,  against  327,661  lb.  in  1906.  Coffee  has  been 
on  the  down  grade  for  several  years,  the  1907  figures 
showing  the  astonishing  drop  from  8,000  lb.  annually  to 
1,843  lb.  last  year.  The  exports  of  coconut  products  show 
a  substantial  falling-off  in  oiL  copra,  coconut,  poonac,  and 
nuts,  desiccated  coconut  alone  showing  an  increase.  The 
smaller  output  in  this  group  was  affected  chiefly  by 
cyclones  and  drought.  Altogether  the  exports  reveal  that 
Ceylon  continues  st-eadily  to  progress  in  its  powers  of 
production. 


The  Origin  of  Photography. 

The  question  of  the  authenticity  of  certain  early  photo- 
graphs was  recently  questioned  in  a  police  court  case,  and 
this  has  called  forth  discussions  in  various  quarters  as  to 
the  date  of  the  first  paper  photographs  and  when  taking 
photographs  first  became  a  business.  These  are  interesting 
questions,  and  among  the  correspondence  in  the  "Times" 
was  a  letter  giving  a  note  on  Sir  John  Herschel's  use  of 
precipitated  silver  chloride  on  a  glass  plate  for  obtaining  a 
negative.  It  is  perhaps  well  to  give  first  the  important  dates 
in  connection  with  the  discovery  of  photography,  which  will 
make  the  condition  of  the  science  in  1839,  the  date  of 
Herschel's  work,  better  understood.  In  1802  Thomas  Wedg- 
wood and  Humphry  Davy  published  a  method  of  copying 
paintings,  etc.,  on  white  leather  or  paper  sensitised  with 
silver  nitrate  or  chloride,  but  no  way  of  fixing  the  image 
was  known.  In  1814  Niepce  invented  a  process  called  helio- 
graphy,  in  which  silvered  copper  plates  were  employed,  and 
in  1827  he  exhibited  some  pictures  that  had  been  taken 
after  sensitising  the  surface  with  bitumen  of  Judaea  and 
iodine  vapour.  Daguerre  was  working  on  similar  lines. 
Niepce's  son  and  Daguerre  obtained  a  patent  in  England  in 
1839  for  a  process  in  which  a  silvered  surface  was  sensitised 
with  iodine  vapour.  The  picture  was  fixed  with  solution  of 
salt  or  hyposulphite  of  soda.  The  latter  salt  had  been 
suggested  by  Sir  John  Herschel.  Fox  Talbot  in  1834  took 
paper  negatives  in  the  camera  and  communicated  a  paper 
to  the  Royal  Society  in  January  1839,  in  which  he  gave 
further  details  of  his  method.  He  used  salt  as 
a  fixing  agent.  Reade  shortly  afterwards  demon- 
strated the  superiority  of  hyposulphite  of  soda  as  a 
fixing  agent.   The  difficulty  was  to  find  a  medium  for  fixing 
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the  sensitive  silver  salt  on  glass  which  would  be  unacted 
on  by  the  silver,  this  being  accomplished  some  years  after- 
wards by  the  use  of  collodion  and  subsequently  gelatin.  It 
was  at  this  stage  that  the  photograph  referred  to  by  Dr. 
Pritchard  in  the  "Times"  was  taken.  The  following  in- 
scription on  a  print  from  the  negative  explains  how  Sir  John 
Herschel  took  the  picture  : 

In  1839  Sir  John  Herschel,  wishing  to  ascertain  more  fully 
how  far  organic  matter  is  indispensable  to  the  decom- 
position of  silver  salts  by  light,  used  glass  plates  to  receive 
under  water  a  deposit  of  "  muriate "  (chloride)  of  silver 
from  a  mixed  solution  of  the  nitrate  with  common  salt.  His 
MS.  record  of  this  crucial  experiment  in  photography  goes 
on  to  say : 

"  After  forty-eight  hours  (the  chloride)  had  formed  a  film 
firm  enough  to  bear  draining  the  water  off  very  slowly  by  a 
syphon.  Having  dried  it,  I  found  that  it  was  very  little 
affected  by  light,  but  by  washing  with  nitrate  of  silver, 
weak,  and  drying  it,  it  became  highly  sensible.  In  this 
state  I  took  a  camera  picture  of  the  telescope  on  it." 

He  exposed  it  with  the  glass  toward  the  incident  light  and 
fixed  the  image  with  hyposulphite  of  soda,  the  solvent  action 
of  which  on  chloride  of  silver  he  had  announced  twenty  years 
earlier.  The  negatives  (as  he  called  them)  thus  taken  were 
the  first  obtained  on  glass,  and  from  them  he  printed  a  few 
"  positives,"  now  lost.  The  negative  of  this  is  exhibited  in 
the  South  Kensington  Museum,  and  now,  more  than  half  a 
century,  twenty-five  copies  have  been  printed  from  it  by 
projection,  true  to  it  in  size.  The  40-foot  tube  had  been 
lowered  for  the  last  time  before  this  was  taken,  and  the 
whole  structure  was  dismantled  in  December  1839. 

Looking  backwards,  the  evolution  of  photography  seems  to 
have  been  a  very  slow  process  ;  but  the  fact  that  no  one 
realised  the  possibilities  of  the  art  may  have  accounted  for 
this.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  special  apparatus 
had  to  be  invented,  and  that  the  chemicals  used  were  at  that 
time  rare.  It  is  hardly  possible  for  us  to  realise  that 
"  hypo  "  was  a  scarce  salt  seventy  years  ago. 


Veterinary  Reform. 

The  opposition  to  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  (1881) 
Amendment  Bill  (1907),  particulars  of  which  were  given  in 
last  week's  issue  (p.  297),  is  growing.  A  circular  has 
reached  us  in  the  form  of  a  petition  by  Mr.  L.  C.  Tipper, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  of  Birmingham,  to  the  Privy  Council  against 
the  Bill.  Mr.  Tipper  points  out  that  he  is  one  of  a  number 
of  duly  qualified  veterinary  surgeons  who  are  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  veterinary  preparations,  and  that  he 
obtained  his  diploma  for  the  purposes  of  such  business. 
He  objects  to  the  proposed  annual  registration-fee,  seeing 
that  he  obtained  his  diplomas  under  distinct  and  specified 
terms  as  to  the  cost  of  fees  for  examination,  etc..  and  having 
complied  with  all  the  conditions  of  the  teaching  and  ex- 
amining bodies  he  was  to  be  free  from  additional  com- 
pulsory charges.  He  regards  the  proposed  provisions 
restricting  the  acting  "  in  any  branch  of  the  science  or  art 
of  veterinary  surgery  or  medicine  "  to  registered  veterinary 
surgeons  as  likely  to  create  injustice  and  hardship  to  the 
general  community.  Many  veterinary  medicines  may  be 
administered  by  farm-hands,  and  many  things  in  the 
handling  and  treatment  of  animals  and  birds  do  not  require 
skilled  veterinary  surgeons.  He  instances,  among  other 
things,  the  use  of  sheep-dips,  the  application  of  condiments, 
carbolised  soaps,  and  disinfectants,  all  of  which  may  be 
safely  and  effectively  used  and  applied  by  an  individual  of 
ordinary  intelligence.  He  states  that  the  annual  value  of 
the  sales  of  these  various  veterinary  preparations  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Ireland  amounts  to  half-a-million 
sterling,  and  this  industry  would  be  injuriously  affected. 
He  points  out  that  large  numbers  of  qualified  chemists  do 
a  considerable  trade  in  these  veterinary  medicines,  sheep- 
dips,  and  like  preparations  of  their  own  manufacture. 
Shoidd  the  sale  be  confined  to  members  of  the  Eoyal  College 


of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  it  would  not  only  be  a  hardship  tc 
chemists,  but  a  very  serious  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the 
public.  After  touching  on  the  advice  given  in  various  trade 
periodicals  regarding  the  treatment  of  ailments  and  injuries 
to  animals,  he  argues  that  the  proposed  terms  of  the  Bill 
would  press  hardly  on  large  numbers  of  owners  of  animals 
and  birds  by  increasing  the  expense  of  their  veterinary 
medicines. 

Alkaloids  in  Henbane. 

In  our  abstract  of  the  paper  by  Messrs.  Francis  H.  Carr 
and  W.  Colebrook  Reynolds  read  before  the  North  Kent 
Chemists'  Association,  on  "The  Variation  in  Activity  of 
Commercial  Crude  Drugs  "  (C  <(■  ]>.,  February  21,  p.  303), 
the  amount  of  alkaloids  in  dried  henbane  was  incorrectly 
given  as  12  per  cent,  instead  of  the  0.12  per  cent,  written 
in  the  MS. 

Revising  the  B  P. 

At  this  month's  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  a  letter  was  read  from  the  President 
of  the  General  Medical  Council  inviting  the  College  to  send 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  before  April  30 
recommendations  and  suggestions  relating  to  omissions  from 
and  additions  to  or  alterations  in  the  B.P.,  1898.  This 
and  other  circumstances  point  to  the  probability  of  the 
new  edition  being  ready  about  1910.  There  is,  we  believe, 
an  unofficial  understanding  between  the  B.P.  and  U.S. P. 
authorities  that  new  editions  of  these  works  should  appear 
alternately  at  quinquennial  intervals. 

Poisonous  Sheep=dips. 

•  Some  time  ago  all  the  railways  in  Great  Britain  gave 
notice  that  from  January  1,  1908,  they  would  cease  carry- 
ing poisonous  sheep-dip  in  pails,  or  other  vessels,  unless 
the  covers  were  soldered  on,  and  the  package  hermetically 
closed.  Representation  was  made  to  them  in  regard  to  the 
inconvenience  which  the  enforcement  of  this  regulation 
would  entail,  owing  to  the  short  notice  given,  and  the 
companies  have  now  consented  to  delay  putting  the  new 
regulation  into  force  until  May  1,  so  that  manufacturers 
may  have  time  to  clear  out  their  stocks  of  the  ordinary 
pails,  the  covers  of  which  are  merely  fastened  on  with  tags. 

Tucker's  Asthma  Specific. 

Mr.  A.  Q.  Tucker  has  been  fined  for  infringing  Section  17 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  by  not  labelling  Tucker's  asthma- 
specific  "Poison"  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  section.  This  can  only  be  regarded  as  the 
preliminary  step  in  bringing  the  sale  of  this  article  entirely 
within  the  provisions  of  the  law.  It  is  a  Part  I.  poison,  and 
as  such  may  only  be  sold  to  persons  known  to  the  seller,  and 
proper  entry  must  be  made  in  the  poisons-book,  for, 
although  undoubtedly  the  remedy  is  in  many  cases  a  medi- 
cine prescribed,  the  seller  is  not  a  person  within  the  mean- 
ing of  Section  16  of  the  1868  Act  or  Section  3  of  the  1869 
Act.  It  also  appears  that  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  and 
15  of  the  former  Act  are  applicable  to  the  Tucker  remedy, 
and  it  is  essential  that  it  should  be  sold  by  persons  recog- 
nised by  the  Act. 

Influenza . 

Deaths  from  influenza  in  London  are  on  the  increase. 
Last  week  there  were  127,  bringing  the  total  for  the  month 
up  to  276.  We  find  that  the  most  popular  remedy  in  the 
metropolitan  area  is  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  in 
the  B.P.  form  or  in  capsules.  Daily  newspapers  have  stimu- 
lated the  demand  for  this  remedy,  and  it  is  curious  that 
on  the  present  occasion  eucalyptus  oil  has  not  been  in 
exceptional  demand.  We  had  a  chat  with  the  managing 
director  •  of  the  Tasmanian  Eucalyptus  Co.  in  regard  to 
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this  and  he  remarked  that  the  sales  of  eucalyptus  oil  are 
well  up  to  the  average,  but  retail  chemists  have  not  been 
required  to  pay  the  famine  prices  which  have  previously 
been  the  rule  when  an  influenza  scare  is  on.  He  thinks 
that  the  slackness  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  leading- 
newspapers  have  been  quite  silent  about  the  virtues  of 
eucalyptus  oil  in  preventing  and  curing  influenza,  because 
of  the  supposed  case  of  poisoning  with  it  which  took  place 
two  years  ago,  when  a  man  swallowed  some  two  or  three 
ounces  of  eucalyptus  oil.  The  publicity  given  to  that  case 
created  an  idea  that  the  oil  is  a  poison.  At  the  time  no  less 
an  authority  than  Mr.  Beale,  the  strenuous  opponent  of 
patent  medicines,  assured  us  that  it  was  absurd  to  think 
that  anyone  could  be  poisoned  with  such  a  beneficial  article 
as  eucalyptus  oil;  nevertheless  (as  Mr.  Beale  also  knows), 
the  public  are  prone  to  swallow  anything  served  up  to  them 
by  the  daily  Press.  Mr.  Beale  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  virtues 
of  eucalyptus  oil,  and  we  observe  that  the  "  Daily  Mail  "  of 
Tuesday  devoted  its  influenza  column  to  the  advantages  of 
the  oil  in  the  prevention  and  cure  of  influenza.  It  is 
probable  that  the  demand  for  the  oil  will  now  improve,  and 
we  may  remind  our  readers  that  oils  which  contain  an 
appreciable  proportion  of  the  more  volatile  aldehydes  are 
most  objectionable,  for  the  first  "  whiff  "  of  them  irritates 
the  fauces  and  induces  coughing.  Absence  of  these  alde- 
hydes is  of  as  much  importance  as  the  presence  of  a  mini- 
mum amount  of  cineol.

pbarmacp  in  tbc  Vatican. 


The  above  is  a  reproduction  of  a  photograph  of  the  interior 
of  the  dispensary  or  pharmacy  in  the  Vatican  at  Borne. 
The  dispensers  in  the  pharmacy  are  monks,  and  two  of 
them  are  shown  in  the  photograph.  The  pharmacy  is  solidly 
fitted  in  polished  wood,  and  the  top  of  the  counter  is  of 
marble.  In  the  centre  is  seen  the  prescription-desk,  at  the 
right-hand  side  of  which  is  one  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.'s  show-cases  of  "Tabloids."  The  dispensing 
scales  are  enclosed  in  glass  cases,  and  the  dispensing  is 
done  at  the  counter.  Partly  to  save  breakage  of  the  bottles 
and  also  to  prevent  staining  the  marble  top  of  the  counter, 
the  bottles  taken  from  the  shelves  are  placed  in  small  metal 
trays  (similar  to  old-fashioned  decanter-holders)  when  they 
are  in  use  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  shop-rounds  are 
enclosed  in  glass  cases,  each  of  which  is  lettered.  For 
example,  "  G"  contains  nothing  but  waters,  and  the  labels 
are  burnt  in,  each  being  surmounted  by  the  pontifical 
arms.  Among  the  titles  which  we  observe  are  :  Acqua 
Rosmarino,  Acqua  Matricaria,  Acqua  Finocchio,  Acqua 
Menta,  Acqua  Anice,  Acqua  Melissa,  and  Acqua  Distillata. 
Above  the  cornices  of  the  fixtures  are  a  series  of  old  pots, 
and  immediately  over  the  clock  is  a  bas-relief  figure  of  the 
Madonna  in  marble  framed  in  a  magnificent  piece  of  wood- 
carving  in  Italian  Renaissance  style.  The  pharmacy  has 
also  a  splendid  ceiling  in  plaster  relief.  Over  the  doorway 
will  be  noticed  a  portrait  of  his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  X. 
The  engraving  is  from  a  photograph  by  Halftones,  Ltd. 


Zhc  lUccIVs  IPoteomnos. 

SEVEN  fatalities,  five  being  misadventures,  have  taken 
place  with  poisons  during  the  past  week.  The  suicides 
were  Julia  Cooper,  of  Merton  (whose  death  is  mentioned 
on  page  319),  and  Mrs.  Grimes,  the  elder  daughter  of  a 
Birmingham  chemist,  and  a  noted  vocalist.  Since  an 
attack  of  influenza  she  had  suffered  from  insomnia  and 
depression.  She  drank  a  fatal  quantity  of  carbolic 
acid.  The  lead  poisoning  at  Cambridge  and  the  poison- 
ing with  oil  of  sage  are  also  referred  to  on  page  319  in 
this  issue. — A  child,  two  years  old,  at  Aberford,  was  taken 
by  its  mother  into  a  public-house,  where  it  drank  a  caustic 
fluid  from  a  jug  on  the  counter  and  died  from  the  effects. 
— Mrs.  Phoebe  Greenwood,  of  Chichester,  was  accidentally 
poisoned  with  "mercury-tablets." — At  Wimbledon  on 
Feb.  25  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  a  man  named 
Thomas  Peck,  whose  landlady  had  given  him  a  dose  of 
poisonous  lotion  in  mistake  for  his  medicine.  The  lotion  had 
been  dispensed  in  an  ordinary  bottle,  and  it  bore  a  label  : 
"Lotion — for  external  use  only."  The  doctor  who  had 
prescribed,  and  also  dispensed  the  lotion  and  medicine,  said 
he  had  run  short  of  poison  bottles  and  of  red  "poison" 
labels.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadven- 
ture, and  added  a  rider  that  there  should  have  been  some 
difference  betwen  the  two  bottles.  The  lotion  ought  to 
have  been  labelled  "Poison."  Further,  doctors  should  be 
compelled  to  use  proper  poison  bottles,  distinguishable  by 
touch. 
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Messes.  Newball  &  Mason,  of  Nottingham,  have,  every 
Tuesday  this  month,  been  giving  away  six  footballs  for  the 
six  most  interesting  postcards  received  by  them  during  the 
preceding  week.

Co.,  Prestwich,  Manchester,  and  Jones  &  Son. 

Optical  Instruction. — Candidates  for  the  diploma  of  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company  can  obtain  instruction  in  the 
subjects  of  the  examination  at  Highbury  New  Park  College, 
London,  N.  From  a  circular  that  has  been  sent  us  we  note 
that  there  are  four  courses  at  moderate  fees.  The  lecturers 
are  Mr.  W.  F.  Wyndham-Smith,  Mr.  W.  J.  Wright,  and 
Mr.  W.  Wollaston  Home. 

A  Novelty  in  Smelling-salts. — Messrs.  Thomas  Christy 
&  Co.,  4  Old  Swan  Lane,  London,  E.C.,  have  a  new  line  of 
smelling-salts  which  should  be  "  good  sellers."  They  are 
the  "  Cathedral"  brand  of  eau  de  Cologne  and  lavender  salts, 
the  bottle  being  a  2-dr.  octagon  oblong,  with  ground-glass 
stopper  and  nickel  cap — just  the  size  for  a  purse  or  vest 
pocket.  The  salts  are  carded  in  dozens,  and  cost  4s.  6d. 
per  dozen. 

Autochrome  Workers  will  appreciate  a  screen-holder 
which  has  been  brought  out 
by  Messrs.  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  56  Han- 
over Street,  Liverpool.  It  is 
intended  to  be  fixed  on  the 
hood  of  the  lens,  and  is  an 
improvement  on  the  screen 
sent  out  by  the  Lumiere  Com- 
pany, there  being  on  the  front 
a  flange  for  the  lens  cap. 
The  screen  is  one  of  the  "  Han- 
over "  series  of  photographic 
goods,  and  is  what  Mr.  W. 
Harper  alluded  to  in  his  paper 
before  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  C.  &  D.  last 
week,  page  303.  Our  report, 
however,  gave  no  indication 
that  the  screen-holder  was  an 
improvement  on  that  usually 
supplied  for  autochrome  work. 

British  Optical  Institute. — This  is  the  name  of  a  college 
of  optical  instruction  which  had  been  opened  by  Mr. 
F.  Gordon  Huntley,  at  Mount  Edgcumbe  Gardens,  Clapham 
Eoad,  London,  S.W.  We  have  been  reading  a  well-pro- 
duced syllabus  of  the  courses  of  instruction  issued  by  the 
Institute,  which  cannot  fail  to  convince  those  chemists  who 
are  wavering  in  their  decision  to  take  up  the  subject  of 
sight-testing  and  spectacle-fitting. 

Bacterial  Vaccines. — Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Beak 
Street,  Regent  Street,  London,  W.,  have  been  appointed 
sole  agents  for  the  bacterial  vaccines  produced  in  the  Inocu- 
lation Department  of  St.  Mary's  Hospital  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Sir  Almroth  E.  Wright,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  the  author 
of  the  opsonin  treatment.  These  vaccines  consist  of  bac- 
terial cultures  sterilised  at  a  temperature  of  60°  C,  and 
diluted  with  a  ^  per  cent,  solution  of  lysol.  They  are  stan- 
dardised in  such  a  manner  as  to  contain  in  each  c.c.  a  speci- 
fied number  of  microbes,  or,  in  the  case  of  tubercle  vaccine, 
a  specified  weight  of  the  powder  obtained  by  the  comminu- 
tion of  tubercle  cultures.  They  are  put  up  in  glass  bulbs, 
which,  in  each  case,  contain  a  little  more  than  1  c.c.  of  vac- 
cine, and  the  bulbs  are  packed  in  a  wooden  case  with  full 
directions  for  use.    The  vaccines  produced  are  staphylo- 


coccus, streptococcus,  gonococcus,  tubercle  ("tuberculin"), 
and  typhoid. 

Hodgkinsons'  Syrup  op  Figs. — A  call  at  the  laboratory 
of  Mesrs.  Davy  Hill  &  Hodgkinsons  (Lim.),  64  Park  Street, 
Southwark,  London,  S.E.,  which  one  of  our  staff  made  this 
\\  eek,  brought  out  very  prominently  the  fine  position  which 
Hodgkinsons'  syrup  of  figs  has  attained  in  the  drug  trade. 
Our  representative  was  shown  the  figures  from  the  labora- 
tory books  of  the  last  two  years,  which  demonstrated  in 
tons  an  increased  demand  for  this  galenical  that  was 
startling.  Why  is  the  syrup  so  popular  ?  we  asked  of 
Mr.  C.  A.  Hill.  This  question  brought  the  obvious  reply 
that  the  flavour,  physiological  action,  and  price  are  accept- 
able to  the  public.  The  sale  of  the  syrup  originally  took 
place  in  bulk,  with  each  Winchester  a  proportional  quantity 
of  labels  being  sent.  Then  it  came  to  be  supplied  ready 
put  up  and  labelled  for  sale,  and  to-day  it  is  offered  in 
four  distinct  styles  of  packing.  It  is  obtainable  as  the 
"Ideal"  and  the  "Premier"  syrup  of  figs,  these  names 
being  used  so  that  the  specialities  of  neighbouring  chemists 
may  not  clash.  One  of  the  cartons  is  of  rather  unusual 
design,  being  an  imitation  in  cardboard  of  a  box  of  figs. 
The  other  cartons  are  white  enamel  cardboard  with  neat 
black  lettering.  There  are  several  different  sizes  which  are 
duly  set  forth  in  the  Company's  price-list.  We  noted  that 
the  approach  of  summer  is  being  actively  anticipated,  the 
manufacture  and  packing  of  effervescent  preparations  being 
the  feature  just  now.  On  parting,  a  few  words  on 
analytical  matters  brought  out  the  advantage  of  buying 
from  trustworthy  wholesale  houses.  It  appears  that  lemon 
oil  is  being  sophisticated  in  a  most  ingenious  manner  just 
now  with  fixed  oil.  The  analytical  staff  at  Messrs.  Davy 
Hill  &  Hodgkinsons  are,  however,  equal  to  the  occasion, 
and  have  been  able  to  separate  the  adulterant.  Needless 
to  say,  such  a  consignment  as  the  one  referred  to  is  igno- 
minioucly  rejected.

BLACKBURN  district  is  in  the  grip  of  the  influenza 
epidemic,  and  local  chemists  have  been  kept  busy  dis- 
pensing well-known  remedies.  One  preparation,  known  by 
the  name  of  the  "  Hornby  recipe,"  (i.e.  the  solution  of 
phenol,  24  drops  in  8  oz.  of  water,  with  a  little  colouring) 
has  been  specialised  in  by  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  Ph.C, 
M.P.C.,  who  has  made  free  use  of  placards  and  advertise- 
ments. Other  chemists  complain  that  the  public  have  got 
the  idea  that  Mr.  Gifford  is  the  only  chemist  who  supplies 
the  remedy,  and  a  good  deal  of  feeling  has  been  aroused. 
Indeed,  matters  reached  such  a  stage  that  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  took  prompt  action,  and, 
in  addition  to  extensively  advertising  the  following  pointed 
notice,  some  have  also  pasted  it  on  their  windows  : 
Important  Notice. 
The  mixture  now  being  sold  as  the  Hornby  recipe  can  be 
obtained  from  any  local  chemist  and  druggist,  and  it  is  not 
the  sole  property  of  any  individual  chemist. — John  Rennie, 
Hon.  Secretary,  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, Blackburn. 

Sandwichmen  have  paraded  the  streets  of  the  borough, 
their  conspicuous  placards  pointing  out  that  the  "  Hornby 
recipe  is  not  sold  in  this  street,"  but  only  from  the 
tradesmen  mentioned.  Mr.  B.  Holden,  of  Victoria  Street, 
retaliated  last  Saturday  with  an  effective  placard  pointing 
out  that  "the  'Hornby  recipe'  can  be  obtained  in  this 
street."  A  further  explanation  came  from  Mr.  W.  H. 
Grimshaw,  of  the  Darwen  Street  Pharmacy,  "on  behalf 
of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association."  One 
section  of  the  public  appears  to  think  that  the  word 
"  Hornby  "  has  some  relation  to  Sir  Harry  Hornby,  M.P., 
although  it  was  a  clergyman  of  the  same  name  who 
originated  the  recipe.  The  story  going  the  rounds  is  that 
Sir  Harry  purchased  the  recipe  at  great  cost  from  a  phy- 
sician and  allowed  it  to  be  used  gratis  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public.    Mr.  Grimshaw  explains  : 

I  am  requested  by  Sir  Harry  Hornby,  Bart.,  M.P.,  to 
state  that  he  knows  absolutely  nothing  of  the  prescription 
or  mixture  now  being  boomed  in  Blackburn  as  Hornby's 
mixture.  It  has  no  connection  whatever  with  Sir  Harry 
Hornby. 

Members  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Association  con- 
vened a  special 

Meeting  to  Consider  the  Whole  Question. 
This  meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel,  Blackburn, 
on  Monday  evening,  February  24,  Mr.  Charles  Critchley 
(President)  in  the  chair.  In  opening  the  proceedings,  Mr. 
Critchley  explained  that  the  phenol  mixture  for  influenza  was 
originated  fifteen  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hornby,  of 
Ormskirk,  and  the  prescription  had  since  been  freely  dis- 
pensed by  chemists  and  druggists,  particularly  in  Lanca- 
shire, at  4(7.  per  bottle,  and  accordingly  the  Executive  met 
and  agreed  upon  a  refutation  to  be  published  in  the  local 
papers.  Lately  one  member  of  their  Association  had  ap- 
peared to  assume  to  himself  the  sole  right  of  dispensing  this 
preparation,  and  had  even  gone  to  the  length  of  putting 
advertisements  in  the  Press  warning  the  public  "to 
beware  of  imitations."  This  fact  might  have  been  looked 
over,  but  on  Friday  of  last  week  he  went  to  a  length  which 
they,  as  representing  the  Association,  could  stand  no  longer. 
He  asked  whether  the  meeting  agreed  with  the  steps  they 
had  taken.  Mr.  Jos.  Hindle  moved  that  the  action  be  con- 
firmed, and  this  was  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Holt  and  carried 
unanimously.  The  meeting  proceeded  to  consider  what 
further  action  should  be  taken,  and  after  much  plain  speak- 
ing by  various  members  Mr.  W.  H.  Grimshaw  moved  : 

That  this  Association,  in  general  meeting,  wishes  to  place 
on  record  its  protest  at  the  action  of  a  member  in  issuing 
a  placard  exhibited  by  sandwich-men  in  front  of  other 
members'  shops  stating  that  the  "  original  Hornby  recipe  is 
not  sold  in  this  street,"  inferring  that  no  one  but  himself 
had  the  right  of  the  same,  and  thus  reflecting  on  the  honesty 
of  members  and  interfering  with  legitimate  business,  and 
requests  Mr.  Gifford  to  withdraw  his  membership  from  the 
North-East  Lancashire  Association. 


Mr.  A.  Lucas  seconded  the  motion,  but  Mr.  Hindle  sug- 
gested that  the  latter  part  should  be  deleted,  and  that  the 
following  clause  be  inserted  in  its  place  : 

and  that  Mr.  Gifford  be  informed  that  it  would  be  in  the 

interests  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Association  if  he 

would  withdraw  his  membership. 
He  mentioned  that  other  members  had  threatened  to  with- 
draw unless  Mr.  Gifford  did  so.    If  he  did  not  withdraw1 
they  would  have  to  hang  up  the  Association.    The  mover 
and  seconder  accepted  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Lomax  :  Has  Mr.  Gifford  been  advised  of  this  meet- 
ing and  invited  to  attend  it  ? 

The  President  :  Mr.  Gifford  was  advised  in  the  ordinary 
way,  and  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  him  as  well  : 

I  wish  to  advise  you  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  above 

Association  to  be  held  to-morrow  evening  it  is  probable  that 

a  resolution  will  be  presented  that  will  affect  you  personally. 

Mr.  Gifford,  in  reply,  wrote  : 

Mr.  Rennie:  Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  the  23rd> 
inst.,  and  I  am  obliged  for  your  courtesy.  I  see  no  good 
purpose  to  be  served,  and  therefore  do  not  propose  to  attend: 
the  meeting  mentioned.  I  am  anxious  to  know  what  busi- 
ness the  Association  has  with  my  purely  private  affairs  ? 
I  ask  you  to  tell  me  when  a  meeting  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  was  held  when  you  were 
authorised  to  issue  the  advertisement  appearing  in  the- 
"Blackburn  Times"  and  "Telegraph,"  and  also  what 
meeting  gave  Mr.  W.  H.  Grimshaw  authority  to  use  the- 
name  of  the  Association  ? 

Mr.  Lomax  :  Has  Mr.  Rennie  answered  that  letter  ? 

The  Secretary  :  I  only  received  it  this  afternoon. 

Mr.  Holt  having  supported  the  motion,  Mr.  B.  Holden 
inquired  if  the  Association  had  the  power  to  ask  a  member 
to  withdraw,  and  the  Secretary  replied  that  they  could 
only  advise  a  member  to  withdraw,  and  could  not  compel 
him  to  do  so. 

The  motion  having  been  agreed  to,  the  members  dis- 
cussed other  trade  matters. 

Interview  with  Mr.  Gifford. 
Our  Blackburn  correspondent  had  on  Tuesday  evening  a- 
brief  conversation  with  Mr.  Gifford,  who,  it  is  understood, 
has  taken  legal  advice  in  the 
matter.  He  was  not  prepared 
to  make  any  statement  at  the 
present  juncture,  preferring  to 
await  developments ;  but  all 
along,  he  remarked,  he  had 
acted  solely  for  the  protection 
of  his  rights  and  interests, 
which  were,  he  alleged,  being 
attacked.  With  the  greatest 
reluctance  he  had  sought  legal 
guidance  only  when  it  was  im- 
perative to  act.  There  was  no 
other  course  open  to  him,  but 
his  action  was  calculatedly 
restrained.  He  further  ob- 
served that  a  curious  com- 
ment on  the  action  of  the  Asso- 
ciation was  contained  in  Mr. 

Rennie's  letter  to  him,  explaining  that  after  the  meeting 
the_  members  proceeded  to  discuss  an  objectionable  practice 
which  was  an  important  part  of  his  (Mr.  Gifford's)  objec- 
tion. This  was  severely  criticised,  with  the  result  that  the 
members  agreed  to  close  it  forthwith. 

The  Mixture  Sold  by  Grocers. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists' 
Association,  held  this  week  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel,  Black- 
burn, the  question  of  supplying  the  phenol-mixture  to 
grocers  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  was  considered.  Mr. 
Jos.  Hindle  thought  the  practice  should  cease.  It  was  not 
ethical,  he  said,  for  chemists  and  druggists  to  push  the  sale 
of  this  mixture,  which,  it  had  been  proved,  was  harmful 
if  used  indiscriminately,  producing  kidney-troubles  and 
stranguary,  especially  in  the  case  of  young  children,  to  whom 
it  was  given,  notwithstanding  the  strict  instructions  of 
many  labels  that  it  must  not  be  given  to  them.  He  took  a 
high  view  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  and  submitted  that  the 
sale  of  every  medicine  containing  a  scheduled  poison  should 
be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  registered  men,  who  were  able 
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to  exercise  discretion  in  their  advice.  Mr.  Hindle  men- 
tioned that  some  grocers  in  Blackburn  were  actually  buying 
the  pure  phenol  and  dispensing  it  on  their  own  account. 
Several  members  agreed  that  Mr.  Hindle's  argument  was 
correct.  Eventually  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  discon- 
tinue the  practice  of  selling  the  medicine  to  grocers  for 
selling  again.  It  was  also  agreed  to  have  a  trade  discussion 
in  the  near  future. 


j£tber  of  Space. 


THE  Friday  evening's  discourse  at  the  Royal  Institution 
on  February  21  was  by.  Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  the  subject 
being  "The  Ether  of  Space."  Lord  Rayl'eigh  was  in  the 
chair,  and  the  lecture  theatre  was  crowded.  The  lecture 
began  with  a  reference  to  Clerk-Maxwell's  address  in  that 
Institution  thirty  years  ago,  in  which  action  at  a  distance 
was  dealt  with.  Most  philosophers,  said  Sir  Oliver  Lodge, 
have  held  that  action  at  a  distance  is  imposs--.e,  because 
action  cannot  take  place  without  matter.  He  asserted  that 
matter  acts  on  matter  only  through  the  ether,  and  in  one 
sense  matter  exists  everywhere — is  without  limit.  A  refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  phenomena  of  telepathy,  which  he  re- 
garded as  not  necessarily  concerned  with  a  physical  process, 
but  rather  a  psychical  process  at  present  not  understood. 
There  must  be  some  connecting  matter  to  account  for  effect. 
Here  the  lecturer  waved  a  rod  in  the  neighbourhood  of  a 
hea\y  weight,  saying,  "  You  will  not  expect  the  weight  to 
be  attracted  by  it,  but  it  is."  Everybody  laughed  as  the 
weight  moved,  and  Sir  Oliver  added,  "  In  all  these  cases  it 
is  desirable  to  look  for  the  connecting  link.  In  this  case  it 
is  string.  And  when  you  have  found  it  and  it  becomes  a 
commonplace  operation  "  (dangling  the  weight  at  the  end  of 
the  wand)  "  you  might  think  you  have  got  at  the  root  of  the 
matter.  But  have  you  ?  "  The  lecturer  went  on  to  say  the 
investigator  had  only  run  up  against  cohesion,  which  no  one 
understands.  A  body  only  moves  when  it  is  pushed  from 
behind — vis  a  tergo  is  the  essential  force  in  nature.  The 
explanation  of  cohesion  involves  in  one  form  or  other  a 
connecting  medium.  Contact  does  not  exist  between  atoms 
any  more  than  a  comet  touches  the  sun  when  it  rebounds. 
Matter  acts  on  matter  only  through  ether.  Ether  exists  as 
a  continuous  plenum  without  a  break,  but  whether  ether  is  a 
modified  portion  of  matter  canot  be  answered.  The  ether 
of  space  is  the  omnipresent  connecting  matter.  It  has  been 
said  that  the  ether  is  "made  in  England."  This,  although 
•exaggerated,  is  true — it  has  been  chiefly  constructed  in  the 
Royal  Institution.  Sir  Oliver  then  sketched  the  chief  reasons 
which  led  to  the  requirement  of  an  ethereal  medium. 
Newton  required  it  to  explain  gravitation.  The  wave  theory 
of  light  depends  upon  the  ether;  the  eye  is  truly  an  ethereal 
sense  organ — it  is  the  only  organ  by  which  the  ether  can 
appeal  directly  to  us.  Another  function  of  the  ether  is  repre- 
sented by  its  magnetic  and  electric  properties,  and  still 
another  of  its  functions,  now  being  discovered,  is  to  consti- 
tute matter.  He  referred  to  the  matter  unit,  now  called  an 
electron,  as  not  being  understood.  Though  the  ether  is  not 
material  it  may  be  the  substratum  of  matter;  just  as  when 
a  knot  is  tied  in  a  piece  of  string,  the  knot  is  made  of  string 
though  the  string  is  not  made  of  knots.  Matter  may  be  a 
knot  or  strain  centre  of  the  ether — a  tendency  to  rarefaction 
or  state  of  strain  is  all  that  is  wanted.  The  lecturer  then 
•spoke  of  the  enormous  aggregate  power  of  such  a  state  of 
strain,  adding  that  a  steel  rod  3,000  miles  thick  would  not 
he  strong  enough  to  hold  the  moon  in  its  orbit,  nor  would 
the  earth  be  strong  enough  to  support  the  necessary  pillars. 
The  tension  of  the  ether  is  greater  than  that.  In  every  cubic 
■centimetre  of  space  there  is  what  would  be.  if  it  were  matter, 
the  equivalent  of  1.000  tons,  while  the  amount  of  energy 
squirming  in  it  with  the  velocity  of  light  would  be  repre- 
sented by  the  output  of  a  million  horse-power  for  thirty  mil- 
lion years.  The  density  of  the  ether  is  too  absurdly  great; 
•matter  in  comparison  is  like  gossamer,  or  film,  or  an  imper- 
ceptible mist.  Expressed  in  reference  to  platinum  the 
density  of  ether  is  50.000  million  times  greater.  The  real 
distinction  between  ether  and  matter  is  that  the  latter  has  ] 
the  property  of  locomotion,  while  the  former  is  strained  and 
has  the  property  of  exerting  stress  or  recoil.  Ether  is  not 
ordinary  matter,  but  it  may  be  the  material  of  which  matter 
is  made.    A  number  of  experiments  were  then  shown  to 
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demonstrate  that  the  qualities  of  a  solid,  such  as  impenetra- 
bility, can  be  conferred  by  motion.  Ether  in  motion,  the 
lecturer  said,  would  in  time  be  recognised  as  the  fundamental 
and  unique  thing  in  the  universe.  Ether  can  be  made  to' 
vibrate  by  an  electric  charge  and  could  be  made  to  spin  when 
an  electric  charge  is  brought  into  the  neighbourhood  of  a 
magnetic  pole.  Another  property  of  matter — the  most  funda- 
mental— is  that  of  inertia,  and  experiments  with  a  telegraph 
key  were  made  to  show  that  electricity  also  possesses  that 
property.  Among  the  experiments  was  an  interesting  one 
in  which  a  disc  of  thin  paper  was  spun  at  an  enormous  rate, 
when  it  acted  like  a  circular  saw  and  was  used  for  cutting 
a  piece  of  cardboard  into  two.  The  finish  of  the  lecture  was 
a  reference  to  the  connection  between  the  physical  and  the 
psychical  world,  Sir  Oliver  adding  that  if  anyone  suggested 
that  ether,  with  its  enormous  density  and  energy,  has  no 
psychical  significance,  he  found  himself  unable  to  agree. 


institute  of  Chemistry. 


THE  report  of  the  Council  of  this  Institute  for  the  year 
ending  March  2,  1908,  has  been  issued  this  week.  It 
shows  that  the  register  contains  the  names  of  1,032  Fellows, 
189  associates,  and  210  students,  being  an  increase  of 
twenty- eight  members  and  thirty-one  students.  The 
Council  have  been  pretty  active  during  the  year,  having 
held  eleven  meetings  and  thirty-six  meetings  of  com- 
mittees, boards,  and  sub -committees.  The  financial  state- 
ment shows  that  the  Institute  received  in  the  course  of 
the  year  1,1352.  2s.  as  subscriptions,  1571.  10s.  as  entrance- 
fees,  and  8082.  10s.  as  examination-fees,  as  well  as 
702.  2s.  4(2.  in  respect  of  dividends  and  142.  2s.  Id.  from 
other  sources.  The  expenditure  for  the  year  was 
3162.  10s.  8;/.  less  than  the  income,  and  included  salaries, 
advertisements,  gas,  telephone,  etc.,  6462.  lis.  9(2.  ;  rent 
and  taxes,  etc.,  4112.  18s.  5(2.  ;  examinations,  6192.  15s.  lOd.  ; 
printing,  stationery,  and  postage,  2832.  16s.  Id.  ;  other 
items  amounted  to  1752.  6s.  4(2.  An  investment  of 
2052.  17s.  Id.  was  made  in  Great  Western  Railway  deben- 
ture stock.  The  report,  after  referring  to  the  library 
balance,  deals  with  the  examinations  during  the  year 
showing  that  out  of  126  candidates  examined  in  the  Inter- 
mediate and  Final  eighty-seven  passed. 

In  the  "  Proceedings  "  of  the  Council  the  principal  item 
is  licences  for  stills  used  by  analytical  chemists.  It 
appears  that  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  was  informed  by  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  that  he  would  not  be  allowed  to 
use  without  a  licence  a  still  of  more  than  1  gallon  capacity 
for  distilling  water.  Whereupon  the  whole  matter  was 
gone  into,  and  it  was  found  that  in  1892  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe  had  had  an  interview  on  the  subject  with  an 
Excise  official,  and  in  consequence  the  Board  stated  that 
they  had  no  desire  to  extend  the  obligation  to  take  out  a 
licence  to  analytical  chemists  using  stills  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  distilling  water.  The  Board  have  reconsidered 
the  whole  question,  and  now  state  that  they  have  no  desire 
in  general  to  recede  from  the  position  taken  up  by  them  in 
1892,  but  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  analytical 
chemists  who  desire  to  use  a  still  without  a  licence  should 
obtain  the  necessary  authority  either  direct  from  Somerset 
House  or  from  a  local  Inland  Revenue  supervisor. 

We  observe  that  the  proposed  new  Vice-Presidents  of 
the  Institute  are  Dr.  M.  O.  Forster,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr.  E. 
Grant  Hooper,  who  are  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Edward 
Bevan  and  Dr.  Edward  Divers.  F.R.S. 


A  Secret  Remedy. — The  German  "Customs  News"  re- 
ports as  follows  on  a  new  French  patent  medicine  described  as 
Parrayon  Cough  Pastilles  :  "  The  pastilles  consist  of  irregu- 
lar soft  whitish-grey  pieces,  which  harden  on  being  exposed 
to  the  air.  They  are  supplied  in  cardboard  boxes,  on  which 
is  printed  '  ordered  by  doctors  for  coughs  and  hoarseness.' 
and  the  component  parts  are  given  as  '  althaea;  senega, 
carrageen,  Iceland  moss,  and  liquorice,  each  2.0.  gum  and 
sugar  each  5.0  ' "  On  official  analysis  only  liquorice,  gum. 
and  cane  sugar  could  be  discovered,  though  analysts  are  of 
opinion  that  the  composition  of  the  pastilles  may  possibly 
correspond  to  the  statement  on  the  box.  No  method  of 
isolating  the  various  constituents  is  known  to  them.  The 
pastilles  as*  to  be  regarded!  as  a  secret  remedy.

This  is  a  window  arranged  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Martin,  chemist, 
Willow  Bridge  Street  Post-office,  Leicester.  On  the 
window  are  pasted  the  words  cut  out  of  drawing- 
paper  and  painted  black.  The  white  edge  allows  it  t-o  be 
gummed  and  stuck  on  the  window,  and  at  the  same  time 
produces  contrast.  On  each  side  of  the  window  are  two 
boards  16  in.  by  24  in.,  with  empty  cartons  pasted  on  and 
printing  in  the  centre  ;  these  cards  are  fastened  to  a  long 
board  to  prevent  warping,  which  would  otherwise  occur. 
When  the  window  is  emptied  the  cards  do  duty  in  the  shop, 
as  the}'  are  each  complete  in  themselves,  forming  showcards. 
The  colours  are  grey  board,  light  green,  black,  and  white 
inks,  and  they  look  remarkably  effective  alone.  The  bottom 
of  the  window  is  fitted  with  empty  cartons  and  two  fancy 
showcards,  which  also  do  duty  in  the  shop  when  finished 
with  in  the  window.  All  the  printed  matter  is  Mr. 
Martin's  own  doing,  including  fancy  tickets — viz.,  light 
green,  border  black  and  white.  Last,  but  not  least,  is  the 
background  painted  by  an  artist.  This  arrests  attention, 
and  the  showcards  do  the  rest. 


practical  Botes  ano  formula:. 

Casein  Emulsions. 

During  the  past  few  months  "The  Hospital"  has  been 
printing  a  series  of  articles  on  "  Prescriptions  and  Dis- 
pensing," which  seem  to  follow  the  ideas  and  sequence  of 
"The  Art  of  Dispensing"  very  closely.  The  article 
in  the  'ssue  of  February  22  continues  the  discussion  on 
emulsions,  and  in  the  course  of  it  the  utility  of  casein  is 
discussed,  the  writer  stating  that  a  "soluble  casein"  may 
be  prepared  as  follows  : 

Commercial  casein  (in  fine  powder)  85  parts 
Sodium  bicarbonate   1^  part 

When  this  mixture  is  treated  with  water,  combination 
occurs,  and  sodium  caseate  is  formed  ;  the  dry  powder  swells 
and  becomes  gelatinous  ;  if  sufficient  water  is  employed  the 
greater  part  dissolves.    Such  a  "soluble  casein"  will  go 


farther  than  an  equal  weight  of  gum  in  making  an  emulsion, 
as  in  the  following  example  : 

Olei  ricini   .5ijss. 

Sodii  caseatis   3 i i j . 

Aquam  chloroformi  ad        ...       ...  3xvj- 

The  soluble  casein  should  be  rubbed  up  with  enough  water 
to  produce  a  moderately  thin  paste,  after  one  or  two  minutes 
have  been  allowed  for  the  swelling  of  the  material  that  occurs  ; 
the  oil  may  then  be  added  in  about  four  portions,  with 
thorough  mixing  between  each  addition,  and  alternation  with 
small  quantities  of  the  chloroform-water  to  keep  the  con- 
sistence right ;  the  rest  of  the  water  may  then  be  added 
gradually  to  make  up  the  16  oz. 

It  is  stated  that  a  beautiful  milky  emulsion  is  obtained, 
but,  as  might  be  expected,  it  tends  to  separate  into  two 
layers.

The  chief  difficulty  was  in  the  last  item,  the  effervescing 
mixture  being  the  stumbling-block  with  all  competitors. 
This  is  not  at  all  surprising,  as  the  abbreviation  8/4  signify- 
ing 8  and  4  oz.  bottles  of  the  two  components  of  the  effer- 
vescing mixture  is  unusual.  The  usefulness  of  these 
exercises  is  not  impaired  by  the  fact  that  the  prescription 
is  a  difficult  one ;  on  the  contrary,  it  should  act  as  a 
stimulus.  We  hope  this  view  will  be  recognised  by  those 
competitors  who  may  sometimes  be  inclined  by  want  of 
success  to  say  c.ui  bono  ? 

The  response  has  been  good,  but  many  of  the  postcards 
neglect  the  last  portion  of  the  prescription,  while  others 
make  the  lower  half  into  the  patient's  name  or  enlarge  the 
directions  to  account  for  the  doctor's  scrawl.  As  a  rule 
the  pepsin-mixture  is  correctly  transcribed,  with  the  ex- 
ception that  three  competitors  make  the  directions  read 
"every  four  hours."  In  regard  to  the  second  item,  the 
following  are  a  few  suggested  solutions  :

Association  Presidents. 

In  the  younger  generation  of  presidents,  Mr.  Frederick  Pil- 
kington  Sargeant,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  Leeds,  is  one  of  the  hardest 

hitters  going.    He  was  born 

^  .  N       in  1875,  was  educated  at  the 

Chorley  Commercial  School, 
of  which  his  father  was  head- 
master, and  was  apprenticed 
to  Mr.  George  Oakes,  chemist, 
17  Market  Street,  Chorley. 
For  seven  years  he  acted  as 
assistant  to  Mr.  J.  T.  Brier- 
ley,  science  master  of  Chorley 
Technical  School,  and  thus 
kept  his  hand  in  touch  with 
science  and  scientific  methods 
while  he  was  serving  behind 
the  drug-counter.  He  passed 
the  Minor  examination  in  July 
1896,  and  the  Major  three 
months  later.  In  the  following 
year  his  name  began  to  be 
noticed  as  a  trenchant  writer, 
and  during  the  decade  which 
has  since  elapsed  he  has  by 
pen  and  tongue  expressed  opinions  on  the  more  important 
■subjects  which  have  agitated  retail  pharmacists.  In  1898 
Mr.  Sargeant  left  Manchester  to  found  the  Leeds  College  of 
Pharmacy.  He  has  on  three  occasions  aspired  to  a  seat  on 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  has  earned 
the  highest  compliment  a  young  man  can  receive — viz.,  keen, 
almost  envenomed,  opposition.  During  his  residence  in  Leeds 
Mr.  Sargeant  has  become  well  known  to  and  esteemed  by 
'chemists  of  the  district,  and  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
work  of  the  local  association.  Considering  that  he  is  Vice- 
President  of  the  West  Leeds  Conservative  Association  it  is 
surprising  that  Mr.  Sargeant  should  be  so  radical  in  his 
pharmaceutical  methods,  but  it  is  the  ultra-conservatism  of 
Bloomsbury  Square  that  moves  him  in  this  regard.  Among 
the  subjects  of  his  advocacy  are  the  introduction  of  com- 
mercial methods  into  the  Minor  examination  ;  control  of  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  poisons ;  transference  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  poisons  laws  to  local  authorities ;  and 
complete  revolution  of  Bloomsbury  methods.  Mr.  Sargeant 
is  a  ready  writer,  and  it  may  not  be  generally  known  that 
besides  his  efforts  in  pharmaceutical  literature  he  has  written 
a  number  of  short  stories,  and  essays  on  such  subjects  as  fern- 
ilife  and  Lord  Lytton's  novels.

Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  residence  of  the  President 
(Mr.  J.  Harris)  on  Monday  evening,  February  24. 
Mr.  T.  C.  Milton  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting 
;  he  would  move  that  the  title  of  the  Association  be  altered 
to  that  of  the  Exeter  and  District  Association  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists. 

Sedition! — Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  as  one  of  the  dele- 
j  gates  of  the  Association  to  the  recent  meeting  called  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  at  Bristol,  said  it  seemed 
rather  peculiar  that  there  were  not  more  Bristol  chemists 
present.  Mr.  Reid,  who  accompanied  him,  agreed  with 
his  view  and  that  of  the  Plymouth  delegates,  that  the 
meeting  was  a  wasted  opportunity,  for  no  advance  was 
made  on  the  question  of  pharmacy  legislation.  The  dele- 
gates expected  much,  but  received  so  little  that  they  came 
away  somewhat  disappointed.  Mr.  Harrington  did  not 
seem  to  be  in  the  position  to  be  able  to  tell  them  what  the 
<  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is. — The  feeling  of 
1  several  of  the  members  was  that  the  policy  of  the  Society 
1  does  not  represent  the  views  of  the  general  body  of 
chemists,  and  that  a  change  is  desirable  in  the  manage- 
ment at  Bloomsbury  Square  if  better  relations  are  to  be 
promoted  between  the  Society  and  the  Privy  Council. 
Referring  to  the  matter  of  title,  Mr.  Gadd  thought  the 
only  logical  way  of  dealing  with  the  situation  is  to  insist 
upon  the  name  of  the  qualified  proprietor  or  manager 
appearing  in  every  case  in  conjunction  with  the  trade 
name.  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  thought  that  they  were  not 
prepared  to  discuss  this  question  without  notice,  and  there- 
fore no  decision  was  arrived  at. 

With  reference  to  the  recent  meeting  re  the  "  B.P. 
Codex,"  a  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  Davy  suggesting  a 
more  concise  book ;  and  it  was  agreed  to  send  the  letter 
to  Bloomsbury  Square  and  to  thank  the  Mayor  (Mr. 
Henry  Gadd)*  for  the  hospitality  to  the  members  and 
doctors. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Renfrew  Tea-rooms  on 
February  20,  about  fifty  members  being  present.  Mr.  J.  P. 
Gilmour  was  in  the  chair,  and  communicated  a  report  on  the 

Local  Formulary. 
A  provisional  list  had  been  submitted  at  the  last  meeting 
[C.  &•  D.,  February  1,  p.  196),  and  much  correspondence  had 
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since  been  received  about  the  matter.  This  chiefly  sought 
information,  and  he  now  outlined  how  the  Association  Com- 
mittee had  gone  about  the  matter.  Three  fundamentals 
were  outlined,  viz.  : 

First,  consultation  with  the  local  medical  profession  in 
order  to  ascertain  their  views  upon  the  scheme,  and  secure 
their  co-operation  in  carrying  it  through. 

Second,  the  formulae  should  be  such  as  to  enable 
medical  practitioners  to  prescribe  preparations  of  known 
composition  and  definite  and  uniform  strength  with  direc- 
tions to  dispensers  to  ensure  these  conditions. 


Third,  having  made  reasonable  provision  for  distinctively 
local  requirements,  the  utmost  endeavour  should  be  made 
to  select  formulae  in  accordance  with  the  accredited  officia) 
or  unofficial  standards. 

Mr.  Gilmour  submitted  a  revised  list  containing  sixty- 
seven  items,  thirty  of  which  are  of  local  origin,  one  B.P., 
one  from  the  "  Bournemouth  Formulary,"  apart  from  those 
drawn  from  the  "B.P.  Codex."  Mr.  Gilmour  then  sub- 
mitted some  of  the  local  formulae  as  follows  :

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  February  25,  when  Sir  James 
Sawyer,  M.D.,  gave  a  lecture  on 

Ancient  Apothecaries'  Symbols. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Southall  (the  President)  was  prevented  from 
attending  by  reason  of  an  attack  of  influenza.,  and  the 
chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay.  The  audience 
included  Mr.  A.  Southall,  Mr,  A.  W.  Gerrard,  Mr.  J. 
Coxon,  Mr.  G.  E.  Perry,  Dr.  Sawyer,  Mr.  Chas. 
Thompson,  Mr.  J.  Poole,  Mr.  F.  J.  Prosser,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Mann,  Mr.  Jas.  Eadford  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  many 
ladies. 

The  Chairman,  in  introducing  the  lecturer,  referred  to 
the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  drug-trade  since 
the  days  when  the  symbols  were  used  to  which  Sir  James 
Sawyer  was  about  to  refer.  Mentioning  also  the  present- 
day  tendency  to  prescribe  ready-made  mixtures,  he  added 
that  Sir  James  is  a  champion  of  pure  pharmacy. 
(Applause.) 

Sir  James  Sawyer  prefaced  his  lecture  with  some 
interesting  general  remarks.  Pharmacists  are,  he  said,  the 
preparers  of  medicine,  members  of  an  honourable  and  noble 
calling ;  physicians  belong  to  a  calling  very  much  allied  to 
theirs.  The  progress  of  pharmacy,  as  represented  by 
pharmacists,  and  the  progress  of  medicine  generally,  as 
represented  by  his  own  particular  calling,  could  be  sub- 
served, and  was,  he  thought,  only  subserved,  by  there  being 
the  very  closest  intimacy  between  those  who  prescribed 
remedies  and  those  who  prepared  them.  (Hear,  hear.) 
He  never  prescribed  a  remedy  without  feeling  an  intense 
responsibility.  He  never  prescribed  any  remedy  except- 
ing that  which  he  believed  to  be  best  suited  for  the  person 
with  whom  he  was  dealing  at  the  time.  No  two  patients 
are  alike  in  their  personalities,  and  such  an  idea  as  this 
struck  at  once  at  the  death-blow  of  anything  like  pro- 
prietary pharmacy — (hear,  hear) — of  anything  like  the 
preparation  of  remedies  in  the  form  in  which  they  were  to 
be  taken,  suitable  for  this,  that,  or  the  other  complaint. 
Putting  aside  the  whole  question  of  the  accuracy  of  diag- 
nosis— as,  for  instance,  between  influenza  and  bronchial 
catarrh,  between  pleurisy  and  pneumonia,  between  palpita- 
tion of  a  healthy  heart  excited  by  some  stomach  trouble 
and  the  palpitation  of  a  diseased  heart — it  would  be  very 
easy  to  assail  the  use  of  cut-and-dried  remedies.  He  for 
one  never  wrote  anything  but  what  they  knew  as  a 
magistral  formula,  and  that  was  the  only  kind  of  pre- 
scription which  a  responsible  physician  could  write,  if  he 
gave  full  play  to  the  personality  of  the  patient.  Pharma- 
cists and  physicians  ought  to  be  closely  united  in  trying  to 
bring  about  the  dispensing  of  pure  drugs.  Drugs  cannot 
be  too  pure.  Sometimes  it  is  the  fault  of  the  public  that 
the  best  drugs  are  not  dispensed.  Most  of  them  came 
from  the  vegetable  kingdom,  and  there  are  three  qualities, 
and  if  the  public  would  not  pay  for  the  best  drugs  they 
did  not  get  them.  The  public  must  remember  that  the  | 
pharmacist  is  very  much  more  than  a  mere  shopkeeper. 
A  pharmacist  can  only  exercise  his  honourable  calling  as 
part  of  the  whole  fabric  of  the  science  and  art  of  medi- 
cine, after  having  passed  some  very  severe  examination 
properly  ordered  by  the  State  to  test  his  fitness  to  deal 
with  the  materials  he  has  to  handle. 

Sir  James  then  proceeded  with  his  lecture.  At  the  out- 
set he  traced  the  origin  of  the  Roman  numerals,  explained 


that  apothecaries'  symbols  were  a  form  of  picture  writing, 
very  often  with  astrological  associations,  and  went  on, 
with  a  wealth  of  detail  indicating  great  historical  research 
and  much  humorous  description,  to  discourse  upon  the 
meaning  and  significance  of  the  signs  and  symbols  used  by 
apothecaries,  and  how  they  came  to  be  introduced  and 
used.  He  distributed  at  the  meeting  the  illustrations  used 
in  this  column,  explaining  each  symbol  consecutively.

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  February  25 
in  the  offices  of  the  Society,  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  the 
President  (Mr.  Wm.  Jamison,  M. CP. S.I.)  occupying  the 
chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  S.  Gibson  (Hon. 
Treasurer),  W.  J.  Rankin  (Hon.  Secretary),  John  Frackel- 
ton,  W.  J.  Gibson,  W.  Haslett,  W.  J.  Busby,  S.  Suffern, 
J.  B.  A.  Fletcher.  S.  McDowell,  W.  H.  R.  Orr,  Edwin 
Dwyer,  and  J.  D.  Carse. 

Annual  Report. — The  Hon.  Secretary  read  his  annual 
report,  which  stated  that  ten  members  have  been  elected 
during  the  year,  while  one  has  resigned.  Mr.  S.  Gibson 
was  nominated  to  represent  the  Society  on  the  Belfast 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  presentations  to  the  Hon. 
Secretary  and  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Gibson  were  referred  to  and 
the  history  of  the  Haslett  medal  detailed.  The  action  of 
the  Society  in  opposing  the  Government  Poisons  Bill  last 
year  was  also  mentioned. 

Financial  Statement. — Mr.  S.  Gibson  (Hon.  Treasurer) 
submitted  the  financial  statement,  which  showed  a  balance 
to  credit  of  5GV.  lis.  Id.,  against  30Z.  17s.  6d.  at  the  cor- 
responding date  last  year. 

The  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
statement  of  accounts,  said  the  reports  were  very  encourag- 
ing and  satisfactory,  and  the  year  seemed  to  have  been  very 
successful  so  far  as  the  membership  and  the  subscriptions 
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were  concerned.  Their  socials  had  gone  off  in  tip-top  style. 
With  reference  to  the  Haslett  Memorial  Fund,  it  had  now 
been  finished,  and  that  meeting  would  be  asked  to  appoint 
trustees  in  connection  with  the  fund.  The  rooms  had  been 
kept  in  splendid  order,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Frackelton  in  collecting  money  for  the  furnishing.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr.  Suffern  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  reports,  which 
was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Haslett  Memorial  Medal. — A  discussion  took  place  re- 
garding the  Haslett  Memorial  medal,  and  it  was  eventually 
proposed  that  the  medal  be  only  given  to  young  men  who 
have  passed  the  Registered  Druggist  examination  and 
served  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years  with  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist  or  druggist,  and  that,  in  the  event 
of  any  circumstances  arising  that  may  seem  unfair,  the 
trustees  have  power  to  decide  as  to  who  will  receive  the 
medal,  their  decision  to  be  final.  A  resolution  to  this  effect 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Haslett,  seconded  by  Mr.  Frackelton, 
and  passed.  Messrs.  Wm.  Jamison,  S.  Gibson,  and  W.  J. 
Rankin  were  appointed  trustees. 

The  Poisoks  Bill. — The  Chairman  drew  attention  to  the 
reference  to  the  Poisons  Bill  in  the  report  and  asked  what 
steps  they  would  take  regarding  it.  Would  they  send  a 
deputation  to  oppose  its  extension  to  Ireland,  if  that  were 
proposed  ? — Mr.  Frackelton  suggested  that  the  same  deputa- 
tion be  sent  as  before. — Mr.  S.  Gibson  said  that  Ireland 
might  be  brought  into  the  Bill  after  it  left  the  Lords  and 
came  to  the  Commons.  Even  if  the  English  and  Scottish 
Bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons and  Lords,  there  would  be  evidence  from  their  oppo- 
nents to  ask  perhaps  that  Ireland  should  be  put  in  the  Bill. 
If  that  happened  it  would  be  necessary  they  should  apply  to 
have  witnesses  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Society. — The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee  to  decide  who 
should  go  to  London  if  occasion  arose. 

The  Election  of  Officers  was  next  proceeded  with. 
Mr.  Samuel  Gibson  was  unanimously  elected  President  for 

1908.  Mr.  Gibson  is  a 
member  of  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Samuel  Gibson, 
wholesale  druggists.  King 
Street,  Belfast,  and  he  has 
been  connected  with  the 
Society,  as  Hon.  Treasurer, 
since  its  inception  over 
twenty  years  ago.  He  took 
a  prominent  part  with  the 
late  Sir  Jas.  Haslett  in 
promoting  the  passing  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  Amend- 
ment Act  in  1890.

Among  chemicals,  higher 
rates  are  quoted  for  copper  sulphate  on  the  spot,  but  the 
Liverpool  prices  have  receded.  Soda  nitrate  is  easier. 
Citric  and  tartaric  acids  and  cream  of  tartar  are 
all  dull  and  easy.  Citrates  are  to  be  reduced  a 
further  Id.  on  March  1.  Quicksilver  is  a  shade  easier. 
Quinine  is  firm  and  in  fair  consumptive  demand,  but 
speculation  is  a  dead  letter;  the  interest  centres  in  the 
bark-sale  to-day.  In  drugs,  apart  from  the  auctions,  there 
are  few  changes.  Opium  is  tending  firmer  in  view  of 
the  damage  to  the  growing  crops  in  Turkey  and  the  probable 
resumption  of  American  demand.  New  cod-liver  oil  is 
rather  lower,  as  anticipated,  the  catch  having  been  good. 
Refined  camphor  is  quiet,  and  lower  prices  have  been 
accepted  for  Chinese  crude.  Castor  oil  is  lower.  Hydrastis, 
senega,  and  serpentary  are  steady,  the  two  former 
being  in  upward  tendency.  Essential  oils  present 
no  material  changes.  Peppermint  oil  is  quiet,  lemon  oil  is 
offered  at  last  week's  reduction,  and  oil  of  clove  is  easy.

Bergen,  February  26  :— The  results  of  the  cod-fishing  at 
Lofoten  show  a  decided  improvement,  and  the  market  is 
quiet  at  the  equivalent  of  64s.  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Bergen  for 
finest  new  medicinal  cod-liver  oil. 

New  York,  February  27  : — Business  in  drugs  is  dull. 
Opium  is  firmer  at  $4.50  per  lb.  for  druggists'  by  case  lots. 
Hydrastis  (golden  seal)  is  strong  at  $1.95,  and  senega  is 
steadier  at  46c.  per  lb.  American  refined  camphor  has  de- 
clined 4c.  per  lb.  in  barrels. 

Smyrna,  February  25  : — Buying  of  opium  has  been  re- 
sumed, and  the  equivalent  of  14s.  per  lb.  has  been  paid  for 
usual  manufacturing  quality.  The  Salonica  crop  is  reported 
to  be  considerably  damaged,  while  that  of  Anatolia  has  suf- 
fered to  the  extent  of  about  40  per  cent.  An  advance  is 
expected,  and  buyers  are  advised  to  secure  some  opium  at 
best  possible  price. 

Amsterdam,  February  27  : — At  the  auction  of  cinchona 
held  here  to-day  8,158  packages  were  offered,  weighing 
751,848  kilos.,  and  containing  the  equivalent  of  44,489  kilos, 
quinine  sulphate.     Of  the  above  quantity  7,400  packages 


were  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.58c.  per  half-kilo,  as  com- 
pared with  3.42c.  at  the  January  auction.  The  following 
were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by 
the  various  factories  :  (1)  the  English  and  American  fac- 
tories, 12,197  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory,  5,675 
kilos.  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  6,164  kilos.  ;  (4)  the 
Amsterdam  factory,  1,574  kilos. ;  (5)  the  Frankfort  and 
Stuttgart  factories,  4,494  kilos.  ;  (6)  the  Maarssen  fac- 
tory, 2,622  kilos.  ;  (7)  various  buyers,  6,444  kilos.  The 
lowest  price  paid  for  manufacturing  bark  was  7c.  per 
half-kilo.,  and  the  highest  40c,  while  for  pharmaceutical 
bark  from  7c.  to  40^c.  was  paid.  The  coca-leaves  sold  at 
from  20c.  to  28c.  per  half-kilo. 

English  Ergot. 

A  box  containing  20  lb.  of  English  ergot  was  offered  at  the 
drug  auction  to-day,  and  after  a  few  facetious  remarks  from 
the  broker  about  supporting  home  industries  the  lot  sold  at 
Is.  per  lb.  The  ergot  in  question  was  sound,  heavy,  clean, 
sifted,  and  somewhat  broken,  resembling  Spanish  in  appear- 
ance. It  was  placed  on  the  market  more  in  the  nature  of  an 
experiment,  and  we  understand  it  was  picked  in  the  South  of 
England,  but  as  the  cost  of  labour  averaged  2s.  6(7.  per  lb.  the 
experiment  is  not  likely  to  be  repeated  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  market. 

German  Chemical  Works  in  England. 

In  commenting  upon  the  fact  that  the  Farbwerke  vorm. 
Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining  have  already  purchased  the  neces- 
sary ground  for  erecting  a  factory  near  Ellesmere  Port  on 
the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  a  step  which  has  been  followed 
by  the  "  combine "  of  the  Elberfelder  Fabriken,  Badische 
Anilin-  und  Soda-Fabrik,  and  the  Berlin  Anilin  Factory  at 
Bromborough,  near  Port  Sunlight,  the  "  Zeitschrift  fur  ange- 
wandte  Chemie  "  remarks  that  this  emigration  of  the  German 
chemical  industry  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  in  the  interests 
of  national  prosperity,  and  it  is  to  be  desired  that  the 
German  Government  should  interest  itself  more  for  the  benefit 
of  the  chemical  industry  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case,  and 
find  a  way  to  prevent  a  farther  migration  of  this  very  im- 
portant branch  of  German  industry.  Both  factories  are 
destined  for  the  manufacture  of  patented  preparations  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  new  requirements  of  the  English 
patent  law,  but  it  is  possible  that  in  time  their  scope  will  be 
enlarged,  "  as  at  present  the  most  important  raw  materials, 
especially  wages  and  the  price  of  coal,  are  at  present  in  Eng- 
land very  much  cheaper  than  in  Germany." 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

General  business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues 
to  be  of  a  quiet  nature,  and  although  there  is  of  course  a  fair 
general  demand  for  both  main  and  miscellaneous  products, 
it  is  certainly  not  so  heavy  as  could  be  desired.  Under  the 
circumstances  the  tone  is  perhaps  hardly  so  firm  as  it  has 
been,  but  since  the  costs  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  etc.,  keep 
high  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  likelihood  of  any  appre- 
ciable decline  in  values.

A  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  February  21,  states 
that  although  a  buyer  for  a  small  quantity  of  rich  material 
offered  up  to  14s.  4c?.,  no  business  resulted.  The  interior  con- 
tinues to  report  heavy  damage  by  frost,  but  nothing  definitely 
can  be  known  until  the  snow  is  melted.  We  quote  nominally 
13s.  6c?.  to  15s.  as  to  quality.  The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to 
1,352  cases,  against  3,135  at  same  period  last  year.  Another 
Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  February  22,  states  that 
the  contradictory  and  exaggerated  reports  circulated  by  those 
interested  paralyse  the  market.  Reports  sent  from  the  in- 
terior by  disinterested  parties  indicate  that  if  nothing  unfore- 
seen occurs  the  crop  will  be  normal,  and  that  the  yield  will 
not  be  greatly  affected  by  the  recent  damage.  Prices  will 
depend  on  the  export  demand  until  the  new  crop  is  received. 
The  market  closed  uncertain.

Veterinary  Chemist. 

Sir, — In  reference  to  the  case  in  your  present  issue  re 
the  title  "Canine  Specialist,"  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
appeal  fails,  for  that  title  does  not  make  the  least  pretence, 
or  is  it  likely  to  mislead  the  public  that  the  user  is  a 
veterinary  surgeon.  They  have  allowed  us  to  use  the  title 
"  veterinary  chemist,"  which  certainly  approaches  very  near 
to  their  preserves  ;  but  if  there  is  a  fault  in  the  present  case 
it  is  that  the  title  is  not  explicit  enough.  In  fact,  a  breeder 
or  dealer  in  dogs  could  justly  style  himself  a  canine 
specialist.

Estimation  of  Cineol. 
Sir, — In  the  C.  &  D.  of  February  15,  p.  265,  reference 
is  made  to  a  publication  by  the  undersigned  in  the 
"  Chemiker  Zeitung,"  re  cineol  analysis,  in  a  way  and  in 
a  tone  which  is  not  usual,  and  against  which  we  feel  bound 
to  emphatically  protest.  Without  more  intimate  know- 
ledge of  all  the  circumstances,  we  are  accused  in  the  para- 
graph in  question  that  in  giving  publicity  to  our  work, 
we  had  ignored  a  criticism  by  Mr.  Bennett  of  our  resorcin 
method  as  printed  in  Schimmel's  last  "  Semi-annual 
Report,"  which  criticism  Mr.  Bennett  had  published  in 
the  C.  ct  D.  of  January  11,  and  by  which  it  had  been 
"proved  "  that  our  method  gave  too  high  a  result.  Also 
that  we  had  now  acknowledged  this  by  our  above-men- 
tioned publication,  and  had  stated  that  the  fault  was  due 
to  terpenes  and  other  bodies  which  do  not  boil  between 
170°  and  190°. 

To  this  we  have  to  reply  that  our  work  was  ready  for 
the  press  at  the  beginning  of  January  and  had  been  sent 
to -the  "Chemiker  Zeitung"  before  Mr.  Bennett's  para- 
graph came  under  our  notice.  We  saw  no  reason  to  refer 
to  this  subsequently,  because  Mr.  Bennett  simply  put  for- 
ward a  few  results  obtained  by  the  phosphoric-acid  method 
and  by  the  resorcin  method  respectively,  declaring  the 
latter  results  to  be  incorrect,  without  substantiating  his 
opinion  by  experimental  proofs,  merely  because  these 
results  happened  to  differ  materially  from  the  results  ob- 
tained by  the  phosphoric-acid  method.  Thus  Mr.  Bennett 
has  not  proved  anything,  and  if  we  now  publish  a  modified 
form  of  our  method  we  may  say  that  our  deductions  and 
conclusions  are  based  on  an  entirely  different  foundation, 
and  have  certainly  not  been  inspired  by  Mr.  Bennett. 
There  was,  therefore,  no  occasion  to  refer  subsequently 
io  Mr.  Bennett's  criticism,  the  less  so  as  a  further  exa- 
mination of  the  method  had  been  distinctly  promised  in 
pur  last  report,  a  fact  which  is  even  mentioned  in  Mr. 
3ennett's  publication. 

Over  and  above  this,  the  paragraph  of  February  15 
contains  a  few  mistakes  which  we  must  correct.  Ignoring 
>ur  experimentally  substantiated  statements,  the  writer 
naintains  that  the  resorcin  method  in  its  original  form 
;ives  too  high  a  result  throughout;  this  is  not  at  all  the 
ase.  With  very  many  eucalyptus  oils  correct  results  are 
btained,  and  if  nevertheless  we  have  modified  the  method, 
t  is  because  occasionally  too  high  a  result  is  found,  espe- 


cially with  oils  which,  besides  cineol,  are  composed  of  a 
large  percentage  of  other  oxygenated  constituents,  and 
because  we  were  anxious  to  make  this  test  applicable  tC' 
all  eucalyptus  oils.  Furthermore  we  have  never  said  that 
the  terpenes  adversely  influenced  the  result  of  our  method 
for  this  would  be  strictly  opposed  to  facts.  Possibly  this 
misunderstanding  is  due  to  our  remark  in  the  "  Chemiker 
Zeitung  "  that  it  had  been  observed  also  in  other  quarters 
that  the  resorcin  method  in  its  original  form  was  apt  to 
give  too  high  a  result.  In  explanation,  we  hereby  dis- 
tinctly state  that  the  remark  in  question  does  not  allude 
to  Mr.  Bennett's  work  at  all,  but  it  refers  to  private  corre- 
spondence which  we  had  with  other  authorities  on  this 
subject.

What  is  Wanted. 
Sir, — I  am  in  entirD  agreement  with  you  that  unqualified 
storekeepers  have  no  right  to  sell  scheduled  poisons,  as 
the  law  stands  to-day.  My  letter  was  not  written  to 
encourage  any  infringement,  and  I  have  no  compassion  for 
convicted  offenders  ;  but  I  maintain  that  the  qualified  man, 
also,  has  no  right  to  violate  or  allow  his  employes  to  ignore 
the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  special 
I  rivileges  you  refer  to  as  being  allowed  for  twenty  years 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act  do  not  pertain  to-day,  and 
chemists  should,  if  they  cannot  obtain  the  re-adoption  of 
these  grants,  conform  with  the  present  requirements.  The 
chemist  who  writes  as  "Another  in  favour  of  a  Union" 
makes  more  serious  complaint  on  this  point,  I  think,  than 
I  have  done.  I  was  very  greatly  pleased  to  see  that  at 
Nottingham  Mr.  French  had  supported  the  view  that 
chemists  should  be  divided  in  two  grades,  the  examination 
for  the  higher  grade  to  consist  of  the  present  qualifying 
examination  .  .  .  and  for  the  lower  grade  a  modified  form 
of  the  present  examination.  A  modified  "Minor"  would 
bring  increased  revenue  to  the  Society  and  into  the  "  fold  " 
a  number  of  storekeepers  who  are  of  opinion  that  the 
present  qualifying  examination  is  too  elaborate  and  too 
expensive  a  luxury  for  the  meagre  privileges  it  carries.

This  remark  caused  considerable 
comment  at  the  time  as  being  unjustified,  but  probably  the 
speaker  knew  more  of  the  doings  "  behind  the  scenes  " 
than  the  laymen  to  whom  these  remarks  were  addressed. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  find  a  more  aggravated  breach 
of  confidence  in  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
than  the  facts  as  stated  by  your  correspondent.  "Luke 
Erron  "  evidently  finds  the  shoe  pinches  now  that  he  is  out 
of  the  fostering  care  of  his  former  master  and  Divisional 
Secretary,  but  to  argue  that  he  holds  no  brief  in  support 
of  wrong-doers  and  the  next  breath  to  admit  he  was  a 
partner  in  such  an  "  unholy  alliance,"  whose  only  object  was 
to  defeat  the  ends  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  is  too  absurd  for 
words.

(a  coal-tar  product),  but  in  my  case  it  turned  out  to  be 
nothing  more  than  benzoline  or  motor  spirit — the  former 
costing  Is.  a  pint,  whereas  the  latter  can  be  bought  at  Is.  3rf. 
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a  gallon.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  any  other 
chemist  has  had  similar  experience.

Then  mix  about  an  ounce  of  the  cascara  with 
the  contents  of  the  basin,  and  transfer  to  a  bottle ;  rinse  the 
basin  with  the  remainder  of  the  cascara,  and  add  the  tincture 
of  nux  vomica.  The  loss  of  spirit  by  heating  is  trifling,  and 
it  is  compensated  by  the  extra  spirit  strength  of  the  tincture 
of  nux  vomica.]

From  60  to  65  per  cent,  of  rectified  spirit  is  required  accord- 
ing to  the  temperature.  At  50°  F.,  65  per  cent,  is  required; 
at  60°  F.,  60  per  cent,  is  sufficient.  Filter  clear,  should  there 
be  any  opalescence.]

B.  &  Co.  (123/48).— A  small  shopkeeper  (unqualified)  cannot 
sell  penny  boxes  of  antibilious  pills  unstamped.  See  "  Exemp- 
tions," C.  <£•  D .  Diary,  p.  437. 

Rhodesia.  (123/34). — A  storekeeper  is  not  compelled  to  sell 
to  the  public  on  demand  any  article  in  his  store,  nor  can  he 
be  compelled  to  take  out  of  his  window  and  sell  an  article 
exposed  there  with  a  price,  but  he  must  supply  anyone  who 
tenders  the  money  for  it  either  the  article  itself  or  one  pre- 
cisely similar. 

W.  M.  G.  (123/29).— As  to  the  sale  of  rosemary  and  can- 
tharidine  hair-wash  see  reply  (69/45)  in  our  issue  of  January  4,

Throat  (121/6)  wants  to  know  the  cause  of  and  treatment 
for  burning  and  dryness  of  the  throat  in  a  woman  of  sixty- 
•eight.  [It  is  very  difficult  to  say  without  further  parti- 
culars; there  are  so  many  possible  causes  of  burning  and 
dryness  in  the  throat.  Try  painting  the  back  of  the  tongue 
and  throat  night  and  morning  with  Mandl's  Paint  (iodi 
gr.  vj.,  pot.  iod.  gr.  xxv.,  ol.  menth.  pip.  i^x.,  glycerin.  3j. 

X  Y.  (118/2).— (1)  Bullock's  blood  is  the  commercial  source 
oi  haemoglobin.  The  method  of  preparation  precludes  con- 
tamination with  disease  germs.  Its  use  should  not  be  pro- 
longed if  the  anaemia  (for  which  we  presume  it  is  being 
given)  is  cured.  (2)  Patchy  Scurf  on  Scalp  may  be  removed 
by  rubbing  in  an  ointment  containing  15  grains  each  of 
sulphur  and  salicylic  acid  in  1  oz.  of  paraff.  moll,  or  by 
rubbing  with  equal  parts  of  sapo  moll.  B.P.  and  s.v.r.,  follow- 
ing with  warm  water  and  careful  drying.  (3)  Dandruff  may 
be  treated  with  the  above-mentioned  ointment,  alternated  with 
the  soap  spirit.  This  subject  and  ringworm  are  fully  treated 
in  an  article  on  "  diseases  of  the  scalp  and  beard  "  in  the 
C.  cC  D.  of  January  28,  1905.

Albinus  (117/57).— Bleaching  Human  Hair.— The  most  suc- 
cessful process  is  that  in  which  peroxide  of  hydrogen  is  used 
ine  hair  should  be  first  freed  from  grease  by  washing  in  a 
weak  alkali  solution,  and  when  dried  thoroughly  wetted  with 
the  usual  solution  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen.  A  few  applica- 
tions will  change  the  colour  to  that  of  straw,  which  is  then 
neutralised  by  employing  a  blue  dye  in  much  the  same  way  as 
is  employed  for  the  final  whitening  of  linen. 

M.  R.  (Schweinfurt)  (117/56).— We  do  not  know  anything  of 
:  _  Uchupaiba,"  a  Mexican  remedv  for  albuminuria.  There 
is  a  vegetable  fat  known  as  ueuhuba,  the  produce  of  Myristica 
Becuhtba,  and  possibly  the  nuts  from  which  the  fat  is  obtained 
possess  the  stimulating  properties  of  ordinary  nutmegs  when 
administered  internally. 

Concert  (122/67).— Straw-hat  Finishing  Powder.— This 
appears  to  be  a  natural  earth  containing,  as  you  state,  some 
zinc  sulphide.  We  believe  it  is  chosen  solelv  on  account  of  its 
colour,  which  in  the  sense  that  it  partly  neutralises  the  yellow 
tint  of  the  straw  acts  as  a  bleach. 


W.  W.  (118/22). — Petroleum  Emulsion  Made  with  Irish 
Moss. — The  following  is  the  formula  you  desire,  but  we  dr> 
not  think  you  will  find  it  so  satisfactory  as  those  using  acacia 
as  an  emulsifying  agent:

Country  Chemist  (125/18).— Some  Interesting  Drugs  is  a 
good  title  for  a  paper  to  a  local  literary  society.  Tell  them 
about  cinchona  and  quinine,  ipecacuanha,  opium,  myrrh, 
sarsaparilla,  and  a  few  more  familiar  drugs.  Deal  chiefly 
with  the  historical  and  commercial  sides.  The  historical  you 
will  get  in  "  Pharmacographia  "  and  the  commercial  in  back, 
numbers  of  the  C.  &  D.  and  C.  &  D.  Diaries.  An  article  on. 
cinchona  was  given  in  the  Winter  Issue  of  January  26,  1907  ; 
Chinese  rhubarb  was  dealt  with  in  our  issues  of  October  21, 
1905,  and  September  1,  1906  ;  while  all  about  cod-liver  oil  was 
given  in  1905.  The  commerce  of  drugs  was  dealt  with  in  the 
€'.  &  D.  Diaries  of  1891  and  1901,  and  there  is  a  monograph  on 
the  cultivation  and  collection  of  medicinal  plants  in  our 
current  Diary. 

F.  C.  (123/50). — Sodium  Meconate. — We  cannot  find  any 
trustworthy  information  about  the  medicinal  properties  and' 
dose  of  sodium  meconate.  Sertiirner,  who  discovered  meccnic 
acid  in  1806,  believed  it  to  be  inert,  and  instances  are  given  of 
doses  of  5  grains  administered  to  a  human  being  without  ill- 
effect.  On  the  other  hand,  combination  with  a  base  doubtless- 
modifies  the  action  of  meconic  acid,  and  Sertiirner  asserted1 
that  sodium  meconate  is  active.  Jourdan  stated  that  the  salt- 
has  been  proposed  as  a  remedy  against  tapeworms,  but  gives 
a  caution  as  to  the  use  of  the  drug,  as  "  it  is  violently  poisonous- 
in  the  dose  of  half  a  grain."  Bentley  states,  however,  that' 
sodium  meconate  is  not  active,  so  that  a  modern  investigation, 
seems  to  be  indicated  to  settle  the  point. 

J.  F.  W.  (116/25).— Wallace's  Tincture  of  Aconme.— The- 
patent  for  this — 5628  of  1897 — is  for  an  aconite  preparation* 
in  which  the  dangerous  alkaloids  are  broken  up  k>y  heat  and; 
tannic  acid.  A  quantity  of  12  lb.  of  the  plant  is  infused  for 
three  hours  in  5  gals,  of  boiling  distilled  water  to  which 
lemon-juice  or  other  acid  is  added  to  give  an  acid  reaction  to 
litmus.  The  infusion  is  kept  for  twenty-four  hours,  then 
filtered.  Next  to  three  parts  of  the  infusion  is  added  seven 
parts  of  whisky  or  proof  spirit  impregnated  with  tannic  acid 
either  by  storing  in  an  oaken  cask  or  by  the  addition  of  tannin 
until  the  spirit  contains  0.005  grain  per  gal.  After  standinjr 
for  twenty-four  hours  the  tincture  is  again  filtered.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  product  is  a  tincture  of  aconite  which  retains, 
its  curative  physiological  properties  while  deprived  of  the 
greater  part  of  its  toxic  elements.  The  patent  is  void.  The 
prosecution  referred  to  in  "  Physianthropy  "  was  undertaken 
by  the  Treasury  in  conjunction  with  the  Pharmaceutical;! 
Society.  The  case  was  fullv  reported  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  March  6 
1897,  p.  395.

Cbenucal  Society 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Thursday, 
February  20,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  in  the 
chair.  There  was  a  long  list  of  papers  down  for  reading, 
but  few  of  these  were  of  pharmaceutical  interest.  Dr. 
F.  S.  Kipping  described  the 

Resolution  of  Sulphobenzylethylpropylsilicyl  Oxide 
into  its  optically  active  forms  by  the  crystallisation  of  the 
menthylamine  salt.  The  two  forms  have  very  slight  rota- 
tions, and  yield  derivatives  which  are  scarcely  distinguish- 
able from  each  other  by  the  ordinary  constants,  such  as 
melting-point,  crystalline  form,  etc.  The  next  paper  was 
by  Messrs.  Hartley,  Campbell,  and  Poole,  and  described  an 
apparatus  for 

The  Preparation  of  "  Conductivity  Water," 
that  is,  water  pure  enough  to  be  suitable  for  delicate  ex- 
periments on  the  electrical  conductivity  of  solutions  of 
salts.  The  apparatus  consists  of  a  boiler  in  which  steam 
is  generated,  a  "scrubber"  filled  with  glass  wool  to  pre- 
vent any  dust  being  carried  over  by  the  steam,  and  a  vertical 
block-tin  condenser  communicating  by  an  air-tight  fitting 
with  a  flask,  which  in  turn  communicates  with  the  air 
through  a  soda-lime  tube.  In  the  discussion  which  followed 
it  was  stated  that  the  best  bottles  in  which  to  store  such 
pure  water  are  those  in  which  rare  earth  solutions  are  im- 
ported into'this  country  from  Germany,  and  the  opinion  was 
offered  that  the  rare  earths  partially  replace  the  alkalies  in 
the  glass  and  render  it  less  soluble  in  water. 

The  last  paper  read  was  one  on  "  A  Study  of  the  Diazo- 
reaction  in  the  Diphenyl  Series,"  by  Dr.  Morgan  and  Miss 
Micklethwait,  and  led,  as  such  papers  always  do,  to  sn 
animated  discussion  among  the  "  colour  chemists." 

During  the  evening  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows 
was  held,  and  the  following  gentlemen  connected  with 
pharmacy  were  elected  :  C.  S.  Spiers,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Sutton,  Surrey;  A.  Wade,  Government  pharmacist,  Fiji; 
J.  H.  Williams,  chemist  and  druggist;  and  Puran  Singh, 
Forest  Chemist  to  the  Government  of  India  and  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Japan.
